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GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


PREFACE 
For the past two decades the Town of Natick has squarely confronted many challenges that had 
plagued the Town for most of the later part of the twentieth century. 


I. CHALLENGES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1998 
The Municipal Complex, i.e. Police, Fire, Library and Town Hall which has been discussed as on- 
going in many previous Town Reports was brought to full fruition in 1998. 


On December 12, 1998, Natick Appreciation Day was held at which the Town celebrated the 
grand opening of the facilities in that complex. 


With the completion of these projects, major Public Facilities in Natick Center are in place for the 
next 50-100 years. 


The Municipal Complex was not solely a creation of much needed municipal facilities, but also a 
major contributor to the revitalization of Natick Center. 
a) The architecture of the complex reflects Natick Center’s history and provides a model 
for revitalization of privately owned property. 


b) The complex signals the Town’s commitment to Natick Center as a community center. 


c) The facilities become an occasion to attract citizens who are potential customers to the 
Center. 


In 1998, cooperation continued between Natick Center Associates and the Town. That 
partnership is vital to the revitalization of the Center. 


‘os bm CHALLENGES AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS IN 1999 
It is anticipated that many challenges that the Town has undertaken in previous years will also 
come to fruition in 1999. These include the following: 
a) The capping of the landfill and the collection of the methane gas to make the landfill 
reusable for recreational purposes. 


b) The construction of a municipally owned golf course/recreational facility on the 


landfill site is scheduled to get underway in 1999. Studies have shown this project to 
be not only financially self-sustaining but also revenue generating. 
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c) Jennings Pond - The restoration of Jennings Pond on Oak Street has been a major goal 
of the Town for more than fifteen years. The Natick Conservation Commission and 
citizens in that section of Town initiated this project. 


The project has been endorsed by Natick Town Meeting and is anticipated that 
construction will begin sometime during the middle of February 1999, 


This will not only provide another aesthetically attractive entrance to the Town, but 
also restore a recreational water resource. 


d) Health Foundation - When MetroWest Medical Center was sold to a for-profit 
organization, the law required that the net proceeds from that sale “approximately 45 
million dollars” be set aside for a Foundation for health needs in MetroWest. 


The Town successfully argued that because of the investment of Natick tax dollars in 
Leonard Morse Hospital, a portion of the investment should be set aside as Natick 
Hospital Foundation. 


As a result of a lengthy mediation process, it has been agreed that in addition to the 
Metro West Hospital Foundation, there should be a Leonard Morse Panel with 
Foundation funds earmarked for Natick health needs in the amount of eleven million 


dollars. 


e) Continued Improvements in Natick Center 
It is anticipated that the following three major projects in Natick Center will go forward 
in 1999. 
¢ The reconstruction of Route 135 in cooperation with Mass. Highway Department. 
This will serve as the crowning touch to the municipal complex in that it will result 
in improved traffic, better pedestrian access and aesthetic improvements. 


¢ Washington Street - With the assistance of the Department of Housing and 
Community Development significant improvement will occur to Washington 
Street from East Central Street to South Avenue. These improvements will include 
reconstruction of pavement, improved sidewalks, landscaping and enhancement of 
building facades. 


In addition it is anticipated that the MBTA, working through a private engineering 
firm, will begin construction of a three level parking garage behind the Police and 
Fire Stations that will accommodate additional parking for both Natick Center 
users and commuters. 


II]. __ DIRECTIONS TO BE ESTABLISHED IN 1999 
a) Middle School - The population increase previously experienced in the elementary 
schools is rapidly approaching the Town’s middle schools. Decisions must be made in 
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b) 


1999 relative to the longterm solutions to this problem. This issue could be 
confronted as early as the October 1999 Town Meeting. 


Continental Bakery - Interstate Brands Corporation will be vacating the Continental 
property on Speen Street in the spring or summer of 1999. This poses major land use 
questions for the Town regarding an appropriate reuse of a key parcel of land in the 
Town. 


Ul. LONG TERM ISSUES FACING THE TOWN 
There are a number of issues that probably will not be completed in 1999, but for which the 
planning process must begin in 1999.

Natick High School - Once the middle school problem is solved, it will be necessary to 
address the question of renovation of Natick High School. 


The elementary schools - A final configuration of the Town’s elementary schools now 
that the major facilities have been renovated and expanded will have to be planned out 
in the coming years. 


Reuse Planning - In addition to the Continental site referenced above, there is the 
potential for the vacating of both the current Natick Lab site and the National Guard 
Depot on Speen Street. The Town should participate in detailed planning of these two 
key sites, both of which are located on Lake Cochituate. 


Senior Citizenry - As the senior portion of the Town’s population continues to grow 
and as the needs of Senior Citizens become more complex, the Town is going to have 
to address how it will respond to these needs in the future. The evaluation and 
planning of this process will begin in 1999. 


CONCLUSION 

As this report makes clear, Natick has made great strides replacing its previously antiquated facade. 
This has been accomplished while maintaining basic minimum services and has also been 
accomplished within the requirements of proposition 2 %. 


Although it is sincerely hoped that this success can continue in future years, it is also clear from 
this report that the magnitude of the challenges remaining will require extraordinary creativity and 


diligence.

BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


The Board of Registrars had a very busy year election wise, with three elections in 1998. The 
Annual Town Election, March 31, 1998 had a total of 3,308 votes cast. The State Primary, 
September 15, 1998 totaled 4,474 votes cast and the November 3, 1998 State Election had 11,610 
votes cast. With a total of 19,537 registered voters, the numbers above only reflect a 16%, 22% 
and 59% voter participation respectively. 


Voter registration remains high because of the ability to register to vote when renewing a driver’s 
license at the Registry of Motor Vehicles or at other State Agencies. This has increased voter 
registration, however, as you can see from the low turnout at the polls, voters are not exercising 
their privilege to vote or fulfill their civic duty. 


The Voter Registration Information System (VRIS) continues to improve. The Help Desk at the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth’s Office has gone above and beyond to assure that every city and 
town in Massachusetts has the most accurate data for voter registration, elections and census. 


Voter affiliation through December 31, 1998 was as follows: 


Democrat, 6,553 - Republican, 2,657 - Unenrolled, 10,278 - Green Party USA, 1 - International 3" 
Party, 22 - Libertarian; 20 - Natural Law, 2- Reform, 3 for a total of 19,537. 


There are now three (3) political parties from which an individual may choose, Democrat, 
Republican and Reform as well as Unenrolled. The Libertarian Party did not get the required 
percentage of votes to continue as a political party, however Libertarian still remains a political 
designation. 


We, the Board of Registrars, would like to thank all the election workers, the Police Officers and 
especially Department Assistant, Judi Kuhn for their commitment to a successful year.

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INFORMATION TECHNOLOGY 


With the close of 1998, the Information Technology Department has successfully completed an 
exceptionally busy year, and it appears that 1999 will be just as challenging. With support from the 
Information Systems Advisory Board, the department has been involved with some very large town 
wide projects as well as providing day to day administration of existing systems. 


The Information Technology Department has made significant inroads towards completing 
projects outlined in the 1997 annual town report. Among the many projects undertaken, there 
were two predominant challenges for the Information Technology Department in 1998. 


The first challenge involved the design, implementation and administration of a new town wide 
state of the art telephone system. Deployment of the new telephone system began before relocating 
the Police Department, Fire Department, and Town Offices into their new facilities. Following 
these installs the telephone system has also been installed in the Parks and Recreation Department 
and Public Works. Though still a work in progress, the new telephone system should be completely 
installed in all municipal buildings by mid-April, 1999. When complete, the phone system can 
provide all municipal employees with voice mail and provide the public with access to town 
departments or individuals through the use of an auto attendant and/or town directory. To keep 
customer service a priority, a human and not a machine will answer all telephone calls to town 
departments. 


The second challenge involved designing and implementing a town wide network that supported 
voice and data communications. In line with the town’s objective to reduce cost through the 
sharing of resources, the Information Technology Department has successfully established a town 
wide network for voice and data communications. The town wide network provides voice and data 
connectivity for all town departments and schools as well as providing a conduit to the Internet for 
all students through a T1 line located at Natick High School provided by the School Curriculum 
Technology Department. 


The Information Department was also a major player in the coordination, installation and 
scheduling of the voice and data infrastructures, equipment deliveries and installation in the new 
municipal complex. The municipal complex buildings are connected by fiber optic cables which 
supply data connectivity and telephone service between the Public Safety building, Town Hall and 
Morse Institute Library. All the new buildings have fiber optic backbones and have plenty of 
bandwidth available for future growth. 


As part of the continuous upgrading of computer equipment, the Information Technology 
Department has deployed 35 new personal computers to school administration staff and 
departments heads in Natick High School. The remaining 25 PC’s being readied for deployment to 
the middle and elementary schools administrative staff in early 1999. These PC’s will have the new 
school administrative client software installed for establishing connectivity to the new school 
administration and student scheduling software installed in town hall. The scope of applications 
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that are included in the new school scheduling software are academic history, grade reporting, 
discipline, student demographics, teacher scheduling, class scheduling, attendance, medical records 
and student testing. During the spring of 1999 the new school administration system will be run 
as a parallel system with the existing school administration software. The target date for going live 
on the new system is July 1", 1999. 


The integrated financial system for the Town was completed and went ‘live’ on July 1*, 1998, as 
scheduled. The scope of applications that are included in the new financial system are real estate, 
excise, personal property, and utility billing, payroll, human resource, general ledger, requisition, 
purchase order, inventory, and community development applications. 


Current ongoing projects include the completion of the new telephone system, design and 
deployment of an internet web site hosting town services and a plethora of Year 2000 issues.

TOWN COUNSEL 


1998 was a particularly active year for legal issues affecting the Town of Natick. The most frequent 
need for Town Counsel services was in the area of bidding, DPW Contracts involving water and 
sewer projects, employee benefits, licenses, the Morse Library project, personal injury and property 
damage claims, subdivision control, utility easements, zoning, future reuse of the Town Hall 
property, and completion of the new Central Fire Station, Police Station and Town Hall. 


Contracts were negotiated for a fire alarm system, expansion of the Lilja School, the septic 
management program, improvements to the Bennett Hemenway School, parking enforcement and 
school bus transportation, and leases were negotiated for the golf course and the Natick Extended 
Day Program. 


Lawsuits resolved in 1998 included one bankruptcy case which upheld Natick’s assessment of real 
estate taxes in the Deerfield Forest Condominium, one subdivision case and one tax title case 
which upheld the Town’s position regarding sale of the property, the dismissal of an appeal from a 
Planning Board subdivision approval, resolution of an appeal involving the AT&T tower, three 
Appellate Tax Board cases, three workers’ compensation cases, a license for sale of food to be 
consumed on the Lookout Farm premises, a case which resulted in termination of a tenancy at 
Town owned property, dismissal of two zoning appeals, resolution of a case involving sale of 
Housing Authority homes, and a case in which Natick recovered money for damage to a police 
cruiser.

Lawsuits pending at the end of 1998 included one employment case, one liquor license case, the 
litigation involving the West Suburban Arena, one case involving the emergency 911 network; a 
case involving the railroad at Lookout Farm, one Appellate Tax Board case, and four workers’ 
compensation cases. 


Annual Town Meetings were held in April and October and Special Town Meetings were held in 
May and December. Town Meeting established a revolving fund for a senior citizen subsidized 
transportation program; established a Property Tax Help Program for senior homeowners; 
appropriated money for various water and sewer improvements; amended the by-laws to require 
certain record keeping articles; established a five percent increase in real estate tax exemptions for 
elderly persons, blind persons and disabled veterans; appropriated additional money for the 
Bennett-Hemenway School project; and appropriated money for an integrated telecommunications 
system for Natick municipal facilities. Town Meeting authorized a home rule petition to be filed 
to allow the sale of the former Central Fire Station; increased the fees for fire protection engineer 
services paid by developers or property owners; adopted a wireless communications zoning by-law; 
appropriated additional money for capping the landfill; accepted a statute authorizing 
establishment of a town aid to the elderly and disabled taxation fund; authorized a home rule 
petition to be filed to allow a long term lease to be signed with the MBTA for a public parking 
garage or facility; approved an agreement for sale of the former Central Fire Station property; and 
approved a by-law regarding removal of overhead wires. 


Our firm, Murphy, Hesse, Toomey and Lehane, is a law firm of thirty-one lawyers. My partners 
Regina Williams Tate, David Deluca and Kevin Feeley and associates Geoffrey Wermuth, Nicola 
Favorito, Brad Gordon and Kristin Megendantz have also assisted the Town of Natick with legal 
problems throughout the year. We wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Frederick Conley, Paul 
Cohen, Libby Bransfield, Maureen Fleming, Donna Challis, Ann Wiles and all Natick employees 
and board members for your help throughout the year. Natick is fortunate to have hard working 
and competent employees. It is a pleasure for us to work with you. 


Mike Rourke took the position of Chief Administrative Officer in Newton in 1998, completing a 
remarkable thirty-three year career in Natick. We had the pleasure of working with Mike for 
seventeen years. We wish him well and thank him for his incalculable contributions to the people 
and the Town of Natick. We welcome Paul Cohen to Natick and wish him similar success and 
happiness.

Home visits made for contagion and other related matters totaled 55. Mantoux skin tests for 
tuberculosis totalled 228. 10 positive reactors were identified. 


At our weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics, 773 residents participated, with 20 referrals to 
private physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held in the fall according to State guidelines, with both influenza and 


pneumococcal vaccines available. A total of 1,830 influenza and 219 pneumococcal inoculations 
were administered. 
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In cooperation with the School Department, 1,013 Hepatitis B inoculations were administered to 
middle and high school students. 


30 children under the age of 6 were screened for Lead Poisoning. 3 referrals for elevated blood 
lead levels were necessary. 


The Public Health Nurse represented the Board of Health at conferences/workshops on 
tuberculosis, immunizations, Medicare reimbursement and communicable diseases. 


Rabies Clinics were held in June; a total of 186 dogs and cats were vaccinated, and $930 in fees 
were returned to the Town Treasury. The Rabies Clinics were conducted by our Animal 
Inspector, Dr. Edward Zullo, who is in his 51st year of continuous service with the Board of 


Health. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for various licenses, permits, fees, and 
inspections totalled $75,879.03, including $1,590.03 in Medicare Part B reimbursements. 


A total of 20,832 doses of various biologics (vaccines) were distributed to Natick physicians during 


1998. 


A total of 449 inspections were conducted for 247 food establishments of all types, including 
restaurants, markets, bakeries, caterers, clubs, schools, canteen trucks, food manufacturers, fairs, 
the hospital, nursing homes, and a circus. A total of 2,502 inspections, complaint investigations, 
progress inspections, and field consultations were carried out by the Board of Health staff relative 
to environmental sanitation, housing, nursing homes, underground storage tanks, sewerage, 
drainage, swimming pools, day camps, livestock, hazardous materials, and other public health 
matters. 


A total of 30 Show Cause Hearings, Court Cases, and Administrative Hearings were necessary 


during 1998. 


As a result of the efforts of our grant-funded Tobacco Control Officer, Natick now has 66 
voluntarily smoke-free restaurants. During 1998 all 33 retail tobacco dealers were licensed and 
inspected. Only 1 cigarette vending machine remains in Natick. Undercover buying operations 
were conducted to make certain-that dealers are not selling tobacco products to minors. Of 99 
purchase attempts, only 15 were successful, a compliance rate for the year of 85 percent. Repeat 
violators paid fines totaling $2,000. In addition, 1 tobacco dealer's license was suspended for 30 
days. 


Food establishment permits remained relatively stable in 1998 at 247, an increase of 6. Just 10 
years ago there were 155 permits, nearly 100 fewer than today. 
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Title 5, the State code regulating septic systems and cesspools, continued to consume a great deal 
of staff time. Natick has every reason to be proud that Title 5 inspections in our town are running 
at a 10 percent failure rate against a State-wide average in excess of 25 percent. Despite this 
success, the Code has resulted in a tripling of the normal number of system designs to be reviewed 
and inspected by our staff and, more significantly, has resulted in 529 consultations with 
homeowners, buyers, brokers, and attorneys during 1998 by the Director and Senior Sanitarian, an 
increase of 165 over 1997. During the year we loaned $71,000 in low-interest betterment loans to 
homeowners for septic system upgrades and sewer connections in environmentally sensitive areas, 
with another $75,000 committed. As we enter 1999 we still have about $54,000 available in this 
program. As this report is being written, 10 projects have been completed and 4 are in progress. 


At the end of 1998, community water fluoridation has been operational in Natick for 13 months. 
The Board of Health is pleased to see the public health benefits of community water fluoridation 
continuing to be made available to the residents of Natick.

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HUMAN RESOURCES 


The Council on Aging is the department primarily responsible for linking older adult needs with 
resources. Our mission is to provide advocacy and support systems for older adults by working 
with them toward the ultimate goal of maintaining independence and improving their quality of 
life. The Board’s eleven members and 10 staff members address the needs and concerns of 
Natick’s 6,000 + adults over 60 years of age. 


The 98 different programs and services provided by the COA strive to: support frail elders in their 
homes; provide information and assistance to families making life change decisions concerning 
elder family members; provide some supportive services for disabled of all ages; and provide 
preventive health programming, advocacy, education, social, and leisure opportunities for active 
adults. Fostering a sense of community and involvement through shared experiences guides the 
Council’s activity. 


Most programs and services are provided at the Kennedy Senior Center. Our high level of activity 
would not be possible if not for the 297 volunteers who donated over 19,500 hours of their time, 
saving the Town $250,380 in services and support. Additionally, “in-kind” services were also 
provided by the Natick Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., Metro-West Home Care, SMOC Elderly 
Nutrition Program, Senior Citizens Legal Project, Vision Foundation, and many doctors and other 
health care professionals, local agencies and other town departments. 


What Was New in 1998? 
We documented 25,775 visits by consumers to the senior center to participate in programs or 
receive services. This represents a 13% increase over 1997. 


The COA department provided 46,691 units of service to 2,987 individuals in FY 98. The 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs requires us to maintain this type of statistical information. They 
define a unit of service as “the number of individual contacts, hours, rides, meals, classes, etc.” 


The Elder Advocates accessed in excess of $150,000 in entitlement benefits for senior citizens in 
the areas of: food stamps, Massachusetts Health, SSI, SSD, fuel assistance, Medicare Programs, 
Good Neighbor Energy, BayPath Emergency Fund, and by processing 64 Senior Pharmacy 
applications. The SHINE counselors assisted in saving senior’s money through assessments of 
their Medigap policies. 


Construction for new kitchen was completed and opened for use in August. The funding plan for 


the kitchen only included the equipment required by the Board of Health. Therefore, funding was 
not obtained for a commercial stove. In December, Building 19 Corporation and the Greater 
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Table donated to the Friends of Kennedy Center, Inc. sufficient funding to purchase a commercial 
stove. 


Other new times in the senior center this year were: new curtains in three rooms made by a 
volunteer; new bridge tables and 6’ program tables donated by the MetroWest Chess Club; 75 new 
chairs by the Friends of Kennedy Center, Inc; new couch, chairs and office furniture by Middlesex 
Savings Bank; as well as miscellaneous program materials and medical equipment we loan to 
residents. 


This year our programming included new classes of conversational Spanish, Tai Chi, Cable 
Production Team, and counted cross stitch; time set aside each month to Chat with the Director 
about any concerns; two peer support groups; coordinated the local National Depression 
Screening; collaborated with Morse Institute on a grant; hired a new Program Development 
Coordinator; established a new part-time Volunteer Coordinator position; coordinated a forum 
with HOME staff on Successful Aging that included speakers describing Property Tax Exemptions, 
reverse mortgages, and local resources for senior citizens. 


Lucille Belmore completed her six years of service as a Council on Aging Board member, serving as 
Secretary, Vice Chair and Chair for two years each. We wish to share our sincere appreciation for 
her dedication, time, energy and service to the COA and the seniors she has served. 


In the coming year we will continue to advocate for seniors: against further decimation of health 
benefits through Medicare and Medigap policies; improved property tax exemptions for senior 
citizens in Massachusetts; continue to gather information from seniors regarding their needs and 
their input on needs within the senior center; complete a feasibility study of the senior center 
accreditation process; and, partner in establishing a door-to-door transportation service in Natick. 


The Natick COA is challenged to offer service and support to a rapidly growing population. We 
welcome input from the community and encourage your comments, suggestions or complaints, as 
well as, participation.

Council on Aging 
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RECREATION & PARKS DEPARTMENT 


1998 proved to be another successful year for the Natick Recreation and Parks Department. 
Individual program registrations increased by 5% while participation in community leisure events 
such as the Spooktacular Halloween Party, Holiday Lighting on the Common. Concerts on the 
Common, the Children’s Performing Arts Series, May Day, Eggstravaganza Day, and Spring 
Fest/Harvest Fest at Natick Community Organic Farm, soared to over 10,000 collective 
participants. The department is pleased to take a lead role in helping to coordinate such successful 
activities with Natick’s many excellent agencies and communities, which make Natick a great place 
to live. 


Highlights of the Recreation Division included the following: 


¢ Revision of “Dug Pond” outdoor swim lessons so as to be able to increase quality participation 
by 10%. 

¢ Decreasing Camp Arrowhead Summer Camp ttuitions so that deserving “special needs” 
campers could attend. This was done in a cooperative venture with PATH (Parents 
Association for the Handicapped). 

¢ Increase participation in Sunshine Center, Woodtrail Program and Grades 48° Youth 
Basketball Program by over 10%. 

¢ Reduction for second year in row of adult beach tags at Dug Pond with record numbers of tags 
being sold. 

¢ Increased participation in Middle School and High School Winter Ski Trips along with basic 
ski instructional programs. 

¢ Continued use of Keefe Technical Pool for Natick Residents on weekends thanks to regional 
recreation venture with Framingham Recreation and Parks Department. 

¢ Acquired established consistent Sunday Night “Public Skating” at West Suburban Arena for 
residents in winter months with the rink. 


Park and building renovations for the year included work being performed at the Cole Center, 
home of the Natick Recreation and Parks Department at 179 Boden Lane by the Natick DPW. At 
Cole, the Kindergarten building was removed with the intention of a Tot Lot to take its place in 
the future. The rear of the main building received a total exterior face-lift which is now very 
practical, safe and aesthetically pleasing to the neighborhood. In addition to these renovations, the 
kitchen that is adjacent to the play group section of the building was renovated and enlarged as to 
improve all youth and after school programming at Cole Center. The Center was also formally 
dedicated in 1998 after the Cole Brothers, who gave their lives for their country in World War II. 
This was done in cooperation and with thanks to the Natick Veteran’s Department and the Natick 
Veteran’s Council. 


The Town of Natick, thanks to the hard work of its Department of Public Works, Community 


Development Office and the Natick Recreation and Parks Department, received 4 acres of 
irrigated play and athletic fields at the Lilja Gravel Pit Site in the Fall of 1998. These soccer and 
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baseball fields will be available in the Fall of 1999 and is the finest athletic facility built and 
developed in Natick in the last twenty years. 


Another important improvement in the Natick Community was the moving of the Bennett: 
Hemenway Playground equipment from its former site to the East School playground site on Oak 
Street. This beautiful Tot Lot was established through the hard work of the East Natick 
neighborhood playground committee lead by Patty Tierney and Kathy Long, the cooperative efforts 
of the Bennett-Hemenway Playground Committee, the Natick DPW and the Natick Recreation 
and Parks Department. It will serve the East Natick community well for years to come. 


Other highlights of 1998 for the Park Division include: 


e The refurbishing of the Memorial School Playground equipment with the joint efforts of the 
Memorial Playground Committee and Recreation and Parks Department. 
The weekday opening of J.J. Lane Park and Camp Mary Bunker to the general community. 

e The passing of an article to install drainage at Murphy Field and playground area for future 
playground development. 


1999 brings a number of challenges to the Department which need to be addressed. It is obvious 
that as the cost of living goes up, families are forced to make difficult financial choices. In an effort 
to help families in this situation, the department looks to keep the cost of all programs as low as 
possible through (1) good program management, (2) working with program associates to assist in 
fundraising and donation acquisitions, (3) applying for grant funding where applicable and (4) 
create family package plans for large families. 


The department will continue working with all town leisure providers to collectively and 
cooperatively provide affordable community wide recreation opportunities for all groups without 
duplicating services. The department further plans on focusing on after school programming 
along with more preschool, youth and middle school age recreation opportunities for our 
residents. This along with the following park developments and plans will be actively pursued. 


1. Update and develop the 5-year master plan with appropriate town agencies and boards. 
Provide a location in Natick for skate boarding and roller blading. 

3. Renovate Coolidge and South Natick Outdoor rink areas for outdoor skating and other 
recreational uses. 

4. Renovate Johnson multi-purpose court to a year-round street hockey and skating facility with 

involved volunteers. 

Renovate the Hunnewell Field “Little League” Dugouts with Natick Youth Baseball. 

Develop and install a Tot Lot and Age 5-12 Playground at Murphy Field that drains well. 

Develop and install a Tot Lot at Cole Center. 

Renovate the Navy Yard, Little League and Park Playground sites along with appropriate hard- 

surface play repairs for multi-recreational use. 

9. Update and even expand the outdoor lighting at Natick High School Tennis and Memorial 
School Recreation facilities with interested user groups.

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10. Renovate Natick Common at the corner of Routes 27 and 9 for better community use. 
11. Replace the Recreation Department special needs van with an up-to-date tie down system for 


users.

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VETERANS’ SERVICES 


The Department of Veterans’ Services is an office that is mandated and governed by state law 
(MGL, Chapter 115). Through statute and administration this program has evolved over the last 
135 years to its present format. The rationale for this program is that veterans’ benefits are just as 
much a necessary part of a nation’s contribution to its defense as are the shells and machines 
expended in war. Currently the Department of Veterans Affairs estimates that there over 550,000 
veterans residing in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts with slightly more than 3000 of them 
living in Natick. 


The job of the Veterans’ Agent can be divided into three main aspects: 


1) Provide financial and medical assistance to those veterans and/or their dependents that are 
deemed to be both needy and worthy. This requires an in depth investigation prior to 
rendering assistance. The Commonwealth reimburses the Town of Natick 75% of the 
monies expended by the Town. For complete details and lists of expenditures please refer 
to the report of the Town Comptroller. 

2) Provide service work and counseling. The agent assists applicants in obtaining alternative 
resources to which he/she may be entitled. These resources consist of VA pension, 
compensation, burial benefits, home loans, educational assistance, etc; food stamps; Social 
Security; SSD; SSI; fuel assistance; etc. In 1998 this office helped Natick residents obtain 
over $175,000 in the aforementioned benefits. This money goes directly to the veteran and 
represents a savings to the taxpayer. 

3) Conduct parades and ceremonies. In 1998 parades were held on Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day. On December 7, 1998 a ceremony was held to commemorate Pearl Harbor 
Day. Several workshops and speaking engagements were also held. In conjunction with 
hour Memorial Day services the Natick Veterans Council sponsored a community service 
breakfast. The first annual Francis Keane Community Service Award was presented to 
Mike Rourke. The first annual Michal A. Torti Award was presented to Ed Carr. Awards 
were also presented to children from the Natick School Department in recognition of their 
community service. 


This office also fulfills the additional duties of Citizens’ Information Officer, Ombudsperson, and 
Coordinator of Special Events and Projects.

We, the Natick Police Department, in partnership with our community are committed to 
maintaining the peace, protecting life and property, and providing professional law 
enforcement and crime prevention services. We accept the challenge of reducing the fear of 
crime by the prevention of criminal activity. 


We shall provide these services with compassion, dignity, and proficiency within the 
framework of the United States Constitution. 


To enhance the quality of life for all citizens, we will cooperate with other agencies and 
groups to resolve community concerns. 


To fulfill our mission, the Natick Police Department will provide a supportive work 
environment that fosters the professional development of its members.

MESSAGE FROM THE CHIEF 

Any discussion of the significant developments on the Natick Police department must necessarily 
begin and end with the development and opening of the new municipal complex, including the 
police and fire headquarters and town hall. As the year began, the police department was housed 
in its temporary facility on Speen Street at the National Guard Depot. While the temporary 
quarters was perhaps a step up for the police from our previous headquarters on Park Street with 
its expanded floor space and parking accommodations, our new facility is state-of-the-art and we 
believe second to none. The synergy of police employee involvement in programming the 
architectural plans, knowledgeable architects, and construction management resulted in the 
development and construction of a building that will serve the town and its police employees for 
the greater part of the 21“ century. We are sincerely grateful for the community support. 


Operationally, we continued to develop closer relationships with the community agencies and 
neighborhood groups and establish ourselves as the professional and responsive agency I believe we 
are. As I have said previously in earlier town reports, we are willing to change anything, except our 
core values, to become a better and more responsive police department. We particularly value 
training and have combined federal and state grant funds and town appropriations to provide 
training opportunities for all of our personnel. During the past year all department personnel 
received training in providing exceptional customer service. All of our officers were instructed over 
a two-day period in problem solving techniques. Consultants of the Police Executive Research 
Forum, a nationally recognized leader in contemporary police management practices, presented 
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this workshop. Dispatchers and Supervisors were trained in incident command, a formal process 
developed for managing crime or incident scenes. 


In the stock market, there are large-cap, mid-cap, and small-cap stocks. Over the years, any one of 
these sectors has led the market in one direction or another. When the stock market made 
significant gains during 1998, it was the large-cap stocks that led the charge. In other years small or 
mid-cap securities were in the forefront of the market’s movement. 


Crime seems to be taking an analogous tack. With all the attention in the last decade being 
focused on community policing and its effectiveness in reducing crime rates, most of the 
significant downward movement has been reflected in the crime statistics of large cities. As I have 
explained in previous town reports, the reason for the precipitous decline in crime rates in the 
major cities is the subject of heated debate between police practitioners and social scientists. Social 
scientists contend that crime reduction is the result of demographics—fewer people in the age 
brackets where they are most likely to commit crimes. Police practitioners, however, contend that 
better policing, mandatory and longer sentences for convicted criminals, and a more responsive 
criminal justice system are the reasons for the decline. The realist in me tells me that there is some 
wisdom in each argument. 


What we do know is that through community policing we have developed much better 
communication with the public. Departments that spent years building walls between them and 
their communities, resulting in mistrust, are now opening up their operations to neighborhood 
groups and accepting suggestions on how police more effectively and efficiently. Lieutenant 
Mabardy and his community services division have made it a priority to organize and attend as 
many community meetings as possible to spearhead Natick’s neighborhood oriented policing 
programs. We believe we have been very effective in providing collaborative solutions to 
neighborhood problems. Our neighborhood watch programs continue to expand throughout the 
town. 


Some of our progress is the direct result of federal and state grants that give us the opportunity to 
conduct certain activities—drunk driving and other hazardous moving violation patrols—with 
funding from sources outside of the municipal budget. We are about mid-way through a problem 
solving initiative, funded through a grant from the Department of Justice Office of Community 
Oriented Policing Services. Through this grant, specifically targeted at the problem of residential 
breakings and enterings, we have trained all department officers in problem solving techniques and 
many in the investigation of burglaries. We have contracted with Northeastern University and its 
Center for Criminal Justice Policy and Research to assist us with research, problem solving 
techniques, and program evaluation. Ten cruisers are now equipped with laptop computers 
connected through the cellular telephone network with criminal justice databases, making the 
street officer more informed and efficient. State community policing grants enable us to continue 
the DARE program with all its related activities and to continue community policing initiatives 
begun in past years. 
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FAREWELLS 
In November, after more than 32 years service to the Natick Police Department, Officer Paul 


Whelan retired. Officer Whelan served as the department’s firearms instructor for many years. He 
was always a positive influence on newer officers, lending his expertise whenever requested or 
required. Many times over the years he gave me advice, solicited or unsolicited, when he thought I 
might benefit from his knowledge. We all wish him and his family good health and prosperity in 
whatever retirement endeavors they choose. 


Mrs. Joan Daley also retired in 1998 after nearly 20 years service. Mrs. Daley worked in the 
department records room, ending her career as the department records coordinator. Despite the 
disruption and confusion caused by the department’s two moves in the last two years, Mrs. Daley 
was a willing worker, always cooperative and pleasant, respectful of department members and the 
public alike. We wish her and her family well in retirement. 


Dispatchers Mark Cafarelli and Joseph Slattery resigned as public safety dispatchers to join the 
Ashland and Natick fire departments, respectively. Both served during a time when significant 
changes were implemented in our dispatching system, including the merging of police, fire, and 
emergency medical dispatching. We wish them safe and prosperous careers in their new 


departments. 


BEGINNINGS 

We welcomed new employees, Ms. Myra Loud, Mr. Daniel Bellino, Mr. Jeffrey Belmore. Ms. Loud 
serves as a department senior clerk, more specifically a transcriptionist, responsible for police 
incident reports. Mr. Bellino and Mr. Belmore were hired as public safety dispatchers. 


Perhaps my most important responsibility is making a recommendation to the Board of Selectmen 
regarding the appointment of a new police officer. After a lengthy process of evaluating police 
officer candidates, including a comprehensive background investigation and physical and 
psychological examinations, we recommended that the Board transfer Officer Kevin Delehanty 
from the Winthrop Police Department to the Natick Police Department. We chose Officer 
Delehanty from a number of very qualified candidates because of his exemplary record in his five 
year career with Winthrop as a community oriented police officer, highlighted by his selection as 
the Winthrop Police Department’s Officer of the Year in 1997. We are very pleased that he 
decided to accept our offer of employment, and look forward to working with him. 


RECOGNITIONS 

Officer Robert Davis was named the Natick Police Department Officer of the Year for 1998. 
Officer Davis is the department traffic safety officer and has developed and implemented planned 
responses to neighborhood traffic problems. These programs have resulted in safer streets and very 
positive responses from neighborhood groups. He provided training to department members on 
Occupant Protection Use and Enforcement (safety belts), LIDAR (light detection and ranging), 
and basic accident investigation. Officer Davis’s willingness to share his knowledge in traffic safety 
has enhanced the department’s professional competence and officers’ interest in completing 
comprehensive investigations. 
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Auxiliary Captain Allan Glickman and the Natick Auxiliary Police Department continued to 
devote many hours volunteering their services during major events. We are very grateful to them 
for their service. The regular patrols around school properties help ensure a safe and secure 
environment for our public school students, employees, and properties. We are grateful for their 
services. 


Finally, as always, but particularly during the very busy and eventful past year, we appreciate the 
support of the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator’s office, and all the town departments 
that cooperated so much with us. As we prepare for the new millennium, I am confident that the 
cooperation we share among departments will enable us to provide exceptional service to our 
community. 


SUPPORT SERVICES DIVISION 

Lieutenant Peter Mason, Executive Officer & Division Commander 

Responsible for myriad tasks, Lieutenant Mason coordinates all the department training—in- 
service, recruit, and specialized workshops, oversees the department Professional Standards 
Section, assists the chief in program and policy development, and serves as officer in charge of the 
department in the chief's absence. He was instrumental in coordinating the transition of the 
department from our previous Park Street location to our temporary headquarters on Speen 
Street, then back to our new headquarters on East Central Street. These very complicated moves 
involved relocating all the sophisticated radio and telephone equipment, including the enhanced 
911 system. Working with the building architects and construction management personnel, 
Lieutenant Mason ensured an orderly transition from Speen Street to East Central Street. 


In September, Lieutenant Nicholas Mabardy was graduated from the prestigious FBI National 
Academy. During the three-month program at the FBI Academy in Quantico, Virginia, Lieutenant 
Mabardy received the very best and latest instruction in contemporary police management, 
combined with a rigorous physical fitness regimen. His willingness to devote so much time away 
from his home and family is a testament to his dedication to duty. 


Earlier in the summer, Lieutenant Alfred Morgan attended the Senior Management Institute for 
Police, sponsored by the Police Executive Research Forum and Harvard University. Over this 
three-week time, Lieutenant Morgan and his classmates examined management case studies from 
the public and private sectors as springboards for discussion on the strengths and weaknesses of 
the managers’ actions during critical times in their organizations. 


PATROL DIVISION 

Lieutenant Alfred Morgan, Commander 

The Patrol Division comprises our uniformed officers, public safety dispatchers, animal control 
officer, traffic supervisors, and auxiliary police. Natick Police dispatchers answered more than ... 
calls for service, ...requiring an officer’s response. Following Sergeant Alfred Morgan’s promotion 
to Lieutenant, in an effort to afford division commanders as broad a range of management 
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experience as possible, Lieutenant Morgan moved from commander of investigative services to 
command the Patrol Division. 


Very early in the year we began a concerted effort to reduce the occurrence of speeding vehicles in 
neighborhoods across the town. Patrol officers were assigned to areas experiencing the highest 
volume of speeding complaints. Officers issued more than 6,285 citations, over six hundred more 
than 1997. Our neighborhood traffic safety program was expanded and enhanced with the 
purchase of an electronic speed trailer and a new traffic counter, enabling us to document the 
validity of complaints received and the true extent of the problem. We completed thirty-one 
separate speed and traffic studies during the year. These education and enforcement efforts have, 
we believe, contributed to a safer environment for the residents, particularly children in the 
neighborhoods. 


The department hosted two Child Safety Seat inspection checkpoints. With the knowledge that 
many child safety seats are installed improperly, specially trained officers inspected and reinstalled 
more than 200 child safety seats. 


CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION DIVISION 

Lieutenant Alfred Grassey, Commander 

The year began with a continuing investigation of a series of handbag robberies in the west Natick 
area. Patrol officers and detectives maintained close surveillance of this area throughout the early 
months of the year in an attempt to assuage residents’ fear and perhaps apprehend those 
responsible for these robberies. In March, three men were arrested and charged with a particularly 
heinous robbery where during the robbery a woman was dragged down a staircase, receiving 
serious, life-threatening injury. At the same time another handbag robbery in the Natick Mall area 
was solved. Charges have been filed against suspects in five armed robberies committed during the 
year. A total of 505 cases were forwarded to detectives for investigation. One hundred eighty-seven 
were cleared and 51 remain under investigation. Thirty-one cases were determined to be 
unfounded. 


Detective Blanchard continues to contact all victims of domestic violence and advise them of their 
rights as victims. Very often, at the time of the offense, a victim of domestic violence is simply too 
emotional to understand what options are available to her. 


COMMUNITY SERVICES DIVISION 

Lieutenant Nicholas Mabardy, Commander 

The department has continued is partnerships with BayPath Home and Community Services, 
Natick Service Council, Council on Aging, Recreation and Human Services, Attorney General’s 
Project Alliance, Natick Community Coalition, Elder Affairs Committee, Alzheimer’s Association 
of Eastern Massachusetts, parent/teacher organizations, and Giving Hands Council of Clergy. Our 
work with the neighborhood watch groups continues to thrive, as we continue to meet monthly 
with several groups and work together to solve the problems particular to each group. 
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During the year we have strengthened our relationship with the Governor’s Highway Safety 
Bureau, once again hosting a glass etching vehicle identification program, on site, in conjunction 
with the Auto Theft Strike Force. We also coordinated and participated in the child safety seat 
checkpoints at the Natick Mall, and hosted a five-day training workshop in our new facility where 
40 officers and civilians from across the state were trained as Child Safety Seat Technicians. This 
certification will enable us to offer, by appointment, child safety seat inspections for any interested 
resident. Three Natick officers were trained: Officers Ronald Richardson, Cara Rossi-Cafarelli, and 
Scott Smith joined Officer Robert Davis as certified technicians. 


The TRIAD program, coordinated by Lieutenant Mabardy and Officer Mark St. Hilaire, continues 
to be a success with our senior citizens. TRIAD is a partnership with the Council on Aging; the 
Middlesex Sheriffs Department, the Middlesex District Attorney's office, and the Natick Police 
Department. We continued our partnership with Respect and Dignity for All (RADFA), South 
Middlesex Opportunity Council (SMOC), as officers delivered meals on wheels, and the Salvation 
Army. The police department donated and distributed food during the holidays and helped the 
SERVE food cooperative program distribute food monthly at the senior center. Many officers 
volunteered their help at the Town’s annual Halloween party. 


Our National Night Out was a tremendous success as we saw hundreds of residents join us on the 
Common on August 4" for food and fellowship and to celebrate our combined efforts in the fight 
against crime. For our efforts, the department was nominated for a national award in crime 
prevention. Sergeant Walter Horning and Officer Paul Whelan hosted a community fishing derby 
where hundreds of children enjoyed a day of friendship and fishing lessons. 


The department continued our commitment to Mothers Against Drunk Driving (MADD) and 
their efforts by attending the candlelight vigil remembering victims and their loved ones, and once 
again taking part in the red-ribbon campaign. We maintained our alliance with the department 
juvenile section and Children First, Natick. Presentations about traffic, bicycle, pedestrian, and 
school bus safety were conducted. We are working with many town groups for the Natick Skate 
Park Association and the Teen Drop-in Center, as we look to make these a reality for the youths of 
the town. Community Services coordinates the home and business security surveys where specially 
trained officers inspect premises and highlight points of vulnerability with suggestions for 
enhanced security. 


Through a community policing grant, four of our officers were able to attend the National 
Conference on Preventing Crime held in October in Washington, D.C. Lieutenant Mabardy, 
Sergeant Dunlop, and Officers Richardson and Rossi-Cafarelli brought back valuable information 
to expand our service and commitment to Natick in 1999.

All pumping engines have been service tested and are in very good mechanical condition. Engine 
#2 will be sent out for refurbishment this spring. Scheduled rotational engine replacement should 
start in 2003. 


Ladder #1, purchased used in 1997, as an emergency replacement piece, should be replaced as a 
front line response ladder by the year 2000. Funds obtained in a settlement with Natick Labs have 
been earmarked for this purpose. 


Car #2, purchased in 1992, is scheduled for replacement in March 1999. It will be moderately 
reconditioned and used by the Fire Prevention Bureau to maximize its service life. 


The ambulance will be replaced with a new vehicle in the fall of 1999. My recommendation will 
be to keep the present unit rather than trade the vehicle.

FIRE ALARM 

Communications Division personnel were focused on the myriad of details associated with 
construction of the new Central Fire Station and Public Safety Dispatch Center. Miles of cabling 
installations and rerouting had to be accomplished, and Gene Bishop and Gordon VanTassel ably 
and capably supervised the task. Start-up and switchover occurred with few problems and is a 
testament to the joint efforts of all concerned. 


GOALS 
The delivery of our total Fire Department emergency system must be studied this year, both from 
the perspective of the ambulance service and fire response. 


For a number of years now, the demand on our ambulance has steadily increased to the point 
where we are now responding to over 2,600 calls per year. This is a 1,000 call increase since 1989. 
We are now steadily relying on mutual aide from other ambulance services to fill the void. 


The dilapidated and quickly deteriorating condition of the three district fire stations makes the 
need for addressing this problem more pressing. Architectural studies have demonstrated an 


estimated cost of three-quarters of a million dollars to bring this structure up to par. 


The opening of the new Central Fire Station allows us the flexibility of operations we have never 
enjoyed. It’s my intention to form a study committee to scrutinize all phases of Departmental

Operations and present a formal operational and restructuring plan to the fall 1999 Town 


Meeting. 


Retirements: A special farewell to Communications Superintendent Gene Bishop, Firefighter 
Robert Brown and Firefighter Alan Peterson, who retired this past December, following 37, 36 and 
32 years of service respectively. 


Their presence at emergency scenes, and at the stations, as well as their experience will be missed. 
Good luck and best of health to each on the occasion of their retirement.

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NATICK ANIMAL CONTROL | 


As we close out another successful and busy year for the Animal Control Department, we are 
reminded about the dos and don’ts about handling and controlling wildlife in you 
neighborhoods. A quick reference in keeping wild animals less attracted to your property is; de 
not leave garbage outdoors, cover and secure your trash tightly, feeding birds and bird feeder 
attract both skunks and squirrels to your house, make sure any structure not supported by ¢ 
foundation is properly fenced off. All these hints can make your yard a better place to enjoy in the 
summer months. 


This year has been extremely busy with wildlife calls. We have seen a dramatic increase in skunl 
and coyote calls this year. Fortunately, we have had only 2 confirmed rabid animals caught ir 
Town this year, both being skunks. Coyotes are becoming more well known to us in town and 

think they will be with us for a while. Coyotes are not becoming a threat nor have we had ani 
incidents yet, but we are monitoring these movements about the Town and recording wher 
people are sighting them most often. Skunks on the other hand are becoming a real nuisance. | 
Most of our calls concerning skunks have been nuisance related, their population increase is due | 
to the fact that the raccoon population is down. 


Again, this is our sixth year of serving as the Animal Control Officer for the Town of Sherborn. | 
The calls in that community have increased slightly, but do not hamper the workload of both | 


towns. We are looking forward to another challenging year of service.

PUBLIC WORKS 


The following are reports on the activities of the various DPW divisions during the year: 


ENGINEERING 

One of the important roles of this Division is to provide guidance and engineering support to the 
other DPW divisions, Town Departments, Boards and citizens. The Engineering Department is 
the repository of street and utility plans and records. Updating town maps and plans such as the 
Assessor’s maps, zoning maps and street maps is an important function of this division. 
Throughout the year, a good deal of time is spent providing technical support to the Planning 
Board. This includes reviewing plans for proposed projects, attending their meetings and providing 
field inspections for projects under construction to insure that all work is done in compliance with 
Town standards and specifications. 


During 1998, five (5) subdivisions with a total of seventy-two (72) potential housing units were 
reviewed, and inspections were conducted on approximately fifteen (15) active subdivisions in 
various stages of completion. Further, utility installations on several commercial projects were also 
inspected. 


In addition to the above, the Engineering Division completed the following during 1998: 


Issued 124 Street Opening Permits and provided the necessary inspections. 

Provided follow up inspections on 191 Occupancy Certificates. 

Issued 86 water connection permits and provided the necessary inspections. 

Issued 102 sewer connection permits and provided the necessary inspections. 

Presented four (4) new streets for acceptance at Town Meeting. 

Completed in-house the reconstruction and realignment of the Farwell and Cottage Street 

intersection. 

¢ Completed a feasibility study to extend gravity sewer on Eliot Street, and Union Street in the 
area of the South Natick Square. 

¢ Automated the Water Division’s water service tie card files, allowing for computerized retrieval 
and updating. 

@ Created a new Town of Natick street listing data base and link it to the Town’s geographical 
information system (GIS). 

¢ Developed plans for the improvements to the West Street Recycling Area, and the old Murphy 
School Playground Area. 

¢ Managed the contract for the traffic signal replacement at the Speen/Mill/Pond Street 

intersection. 
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@ Provided coordination on the sewer extension construction projects on Pleasant, Rockwood, 
Scarsdale, and Union Streets. 
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HIGHWAY 
The Highway Division is responsible for street maintenance, drainage improvements, operation of 
the gravel pit, street sweeping and line painting, signs, and snow plowing. 


Routine maintenance during the year included sweeping streets clean of winter sand and cleaning 
catch basins. During the year, Liberty Street was repaved and the intersection of Farwell and 
Cottage Streets was relocated and constructed in accordance with plans prepared by the 
Engineering Division. A number of significant drainage improvements were made in various parts 
of Town. New drainpipes were laid on Everett Street, Burning Tree Road, Michael Terrace, 
Jameson Street, Lookout Avenue, Jackson Court and Beacon Street. Approximately sixty-five catch 
basins were repaired or totally rebuilt. 


At the gravel pit, we produced 6,200 cubic yards of sand and 920 cubic yards of crusher-run gravel. 
These materials are used for a number of activities throughout the year including winter sanding, 
chip sealing, and backfilling of construction trenches. We estimate that by having this facility, the 
town saved over $130,000. 


All streetlines, crosswalks and parking spaces were painted during the summer months. All streets 
in the Town were swept and roadside brush was cleared from approximately fifteen miles of Town 
roads. 


WATER 

During 1998, the Water Division pumped a total of 1,381,828,000 gallons of water, of which 
551,341,000 gallons were processed through the new Springvale water treatment plant. During the 
year, personnel from the water division installed new water mains in Crescent Street and Megonko 
Road. A new 8-inch water line was installed through an easement between Gordon Road and the 
Bennett-Hemenway school to serve the new school, which is currently under construction. 
Additionally, one hundred and fifteen water leaks were repaired, fourteen fire hydrants were 
repaired or replaced and over eight hundred water meters were replaced. Ninety one water services 
were replaced including all the services on North Avenue, Morningside Road, Clover Terrace, 
Scarsdale Road, Rockwood Road, Sylvia Avenue, Lookout Avenue, and Pleasant Street in South 
Natick. 


SEWER 

During 1998, the Town’s sewer system handled 1.133 billion gallons of wastewater. Personnel 
from this division installed new sewer mains in Pleasant Street, Scarsdale Road, Union Street and 
Rockwood Road. Thirty sewer services were also repaired. The Pamela Road, Hammond Road and 
Moore Street sewer lift stations were rehabilitated. As part of our on-going infiltration and inflow 
removal program, (I & I), we relined 7150 feet of sewer pipe. 


SANITATION AND RECYCLING CENTER 

During 1998, the Sanitation Division collected 9,467 tons of trash and transported it to the “waste- 
to-energy” facility in Millbury. The Town’s recycling contractor, BFI, collected 3,018 tons of 
recyclable material. Because the Town pays no tipping fees for recyclable material, we saved 
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$253,000. Residents and businesses continue to use the recycling center on West Street. At the 
recycling center 4,800 gallons of waste oil was collected and recycled at CYN Environmental. Over 
109 tons of newspapers were collected and brought to Natick Paperboard. Additionally, 5.5 tons of 
co-mingled recyclable material was collected. Approximately 8,000 cubic yards of brush and logs 
were chipped and ground up. During 1999, we anticipate collecting and recycling additional 
materials including used paint, fluorescent bulbs, items containing mercury and computer 
monitors and televisions. We also hope to begin operating a swap area in conjunction with the 
Recycling Committee. To encourage and assist residents with backyard composting, the Town 
continued to offer for sale composting bins at reduced cost. The cost of these bins is subsidized by 
a State grant. 


LAND FACILITIES AND NATURAL RESOURCES/TREE WARDEN 


This division is responsible for the maintenance of school grounds, parks, athletic fields, two 
historic cemeteries, and public shade trees. 


Heavy Spring rains created a mess of our athletic fields. Many events were cancelled. Those that 
were not cancelled were played under less than ideal conditions and required a major effort on the 
part of the LFNR Division to restore the playability of the fields. Contributing to this heavy use 
was nine Boston College soccer home games and four MIAA soccer tournaments. 


Each year this Division acquires more responsibilities. During 1998, the number of flower gardens 
maintained by LFNR more than doubled (from 7 to 15). The number of irrigation systems under 
their control tripled (from 2 to 7). Other areas that have been added include the new Library 
grounds and the JV soccer field. In 1999, other additional areas to be maintained will include the 
new Police/Fire complex, Town Hall, the new fields adjacent to Lilja School (at the gravel pit) and 
the park area at the new intersection of Farwell and Cottage Streets. 


As part of the construction of the new Ben-Hem school, the LFNR Division removed all of the old 
playground equipment and reinstalled a temporary swing set. Safety fencing was installed in front 
of the benches at the JV softball field at the High School. Both the varsity and JV softball infields 


were rebuilt, as was softball field no.1 at Memorial School. 


Much needed pruning and shaping of the ash and locust trees on the Town Common were 
performed. The prunicola scale and locust plant bug continue to be problems for the trees on the 
common. During the summer months, extensive poison ivy and brush control was performed at 
various schools. The Leach Lane project is in its final stages and we anticipate a spring, 1999 
planting. In the meantime, we are very concerned about the gradual spread of the Hemlock Wooly 
Adelgid as it makes it way up the Connecticut River Valley into Massachusetts. We have seen signs 
of it in north Natick in the vicinity of Winter Street. The destructive potential is enormous and is 
being compared to the Chestnut blight and the Dutch Elm disease. 


BUILDING MAINTENANCE 
This Division maintains the Court House/Senior Center, Cole Recreational Center, DPW 
Buildings, Morse Institute Library, new Town Hall and new Police/Fire complex. All town-owned 
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buildings now have in place a comprehensive preventative maintenance program that is computer 
monitored to ensure optimum efficiency. Computer generated work orders and requests also 
enable us to carefully track repair costs and make efficient use of our limited resources. Because 
some of the buildings that we are responsible for are open seven days a week, we have had to adjust 
our staffing schedules to make sure that there is at least partial coverage for these facilities every 
day. 


During the summer months, we performed a complete overhaul of all boilers and heating units. At 
the Court House/Senior Center, many areas were repainted, doors replaced and exterior lighting 
repaired. Security improvements were made at the Court House and a new kitchen was installed at 
the Senior Center. 


Employees of SATURN Car Dealerships of New England volunteered their time to help restore 
and cleanup Camp Mary Bunker and Camp Arrowhead. The local LIONS Club also volunteered 
their time this past year.

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COMMUNITY 
DEVELOPMENT 


The Community Development Department is responsible for Planning, Zoning, Conservation, 
Inspectional Services (Residential and Commercial), and the Natick Neighborhood Bus. 


The Community Development Department saw many changes in 1998. In April of this year, 
Michael Connelly joined the Department as the new Local Building Inspector, under the direction 
of the Chief Building Inspector Michael Melchiorri. Mr. Connelly brings to the Department 30 
years of building experience. In November of this year, the Department also welcomed Karyn 
Powers as our new Planner/Conservation Agent. Ms. Powers was formerly employed at Rizzo 
Associates as an Environmental Scientist. She replaces Terry Whalen, who left the Town this 
summer to pursue a career in the private sector. 


The Planning Board, Zoning Board of Appeals, Conservation Commission and the Building 
Inspectors continue to be substantially assisted by the Community Development Staff, without 
whose help the Boards and Commission would be unable to effectively carry out their 
responsibilities. Sarkis Sarkisian, who serves as the Community Development Director, is 
responsible for the day to day management of the Department. Karyn Powers handles all 
administrative details for the Conservation Commission, including all Wetlands Protection 
permitting, Riverfront Protection and enforcement orders. Annie Greel, Executive Assistant, 
provides support to Ay Building Inspectors and handles all aspects of permitting from scheduling 
to Certificates of Occupancy. Kristie Manning, Administrative Assistant to the Planning Board, 
organizes the Planning Board meeting agendas, prepares minutes of the meetings, and maintains 
all Planning Board files. Yvonne Johnson, Administrative Assistant to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, processes the ZBA applications, prepares minutes of the meetings, and maintains all 
Zoning Board of Appeals files. 


The Community Development Office would like to thank the Town of Natick for our beautiful 
New Town Hall. 


The Community Development Office was happy and excited to see the final completion of the 
Lilja School Open Space Project after many years of Planning. As Chairman of the Gravel Pit 
Committee, I would like to thank all the members of the Committee, Public Works, Recreation 
Department and the School Department for all of their efforts in making what was once a pit into 
beautiful green playing fields. 


The Community Development Office assisted the Town Administrator in negotiating a ground 


plus 2 level parking garage with approximately 700 parking spaces behind the police and fire 
station. Construction is expected to start this spring. 
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The Department would like to extend our thanks to Beatrice Ricks and Lucille Belmore for their 
help over the past year.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board is an elected Board in Natick whose jurisdiction includes: approving, 
modifying, or rejecting all proposed subdivision applications; approving, modifying, or rejecting all 
proposed special permit applications for commercial development in the Regional Center (RC) 
and Highway Corridor (HC) overlay districts in the environs of Route 9; approving or rejecting all 
applications for “Approval Not Required” plans; and initiating Zoning Bylaw recommendations for 
Town Meeting action. 


In 1998, the Planning Board held 24 regular meetings and 6 special meetings. Special Permits or 
modifications to Special Permits issued this year include: 


> A20,000 sq. ft. addition to the Cloverleaf Mall; 
> A 188,000 sq. ft. office building at the Apple Hill site; and 


> Homestead Village, an extended stay hotel to be located at the corner of Speen Street Route 
30; and 


> A 284,000 sq. ft. office building addition to the existing TJX facility. 

The review and approval of this site plan was complicated by the fact that 25 % of the 
Building is in Framingham and 75% in Natick. There are approximately 19.13 acres in 
Framingham and 8.72 acres in Natick. This required the project to appear before both 
the Natick and Framingham Planning Boards. As a result of the office expansion, the 
project did not comply with the floor-area-ratio of the Zoning Bylaw requirements. The 
project also included 11 acres of state owned property which was purchased by TJX and 
will be leased back to the State at no charge and that no further development could 
occur on this property. The Natick Planning Board approved the project with the 
understanding that the applicant offered to the Town the sum of $1,620,000.00 which 
would be paid to the Natick Conservation Trust Fund for land acquisition for open 
space. 


The Planning Board was happy to finally see the completion of the Farwell Street and Cottage 


Street improvement project. The Planning Board developed this project by requiring off site traffic 
mitigation improvements from Fafard Development Corp. in connection with the impact of the 
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Sanctuary Development. This intersection was labeled as one of the most dangerous intersections 
in town because of the lack of site distance coming onto Cottage Street. The Planning Board 
would like to thank the DPW, Kate Cardamone, Nancy Halpren and Brochu’s Landscaping for 
creating a safer and more beautiful landscaped intersection. 


The Subdivisions approved in 1998 include: 

> Bear Hill, a 7-lot subdivision off South Main Street; 

> Walnut Ridge, a 5-lot subdivision located off Bacon Street, 

> Carter Drive, a 10-lot subdivision located off Bacon Street; and 
> Spring Grove; a 4-lot subdivision located off Rockwood Road. 


The Planning Board also sponsored an article which was approved at Town Meeting dealing with 
underground utilities. The passing of this article means that all utilities between Church Street 
and Mulligan Street will be placed underground, therefore enhancing the esthetics of the 
Municipal Complex corridor.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


During 1998, the Zoning Board of Appeals received 48 petitions, with filing fees totaling 
$15,688.60. Filing fees offset the cost of legal advertisements and notifications to property owners 
and abutters. The Board raised its fees in March to the following: 


Residential Variance: $125 per request 
Residential Special Permit: $200 per request 
Commercial Variance: $250 per request plus $.05/SF of Gross Floor Area 


Commercial Special Permit: $200 per request 


Approximately three-quarters of the petitions received related to residential properties. Most were 
requests for setback variances for the purpose of constructing additions or accessory buildings. 
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Two petitioners requested special permits to allow a second stove on the premises. One 
application appealed the issuance of a building permit by the Building Inspector. 


About one-third of the petitions received for commercial properties were requests for proposed 
signs that did not meet the requirements of the Zoning By-Laws. There were also petitions 
received requesting variances from zoning requirements for new construction. One appeal asked 
for permission to co-locate on an existing wireless communication tower.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Natick Conservation Commission is a seven-member board appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen to implement and enforce the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act. The 
Commission also works on projects and advises the Town on matters relating to natural resource 
protection, the Aquifer Protection District, open space acquisition and protection, and agricultural 
preservation. 


In 1998 the Commission performed the following actions relative to the Wetlands Protection Act: 
heard 31 Notices of Intent; issued 25 Orders of Conditions; reviewed 17 Requests for 
Determination; granted 9 Certificates of Compliance; issued 8 Extensions to outstanding Orders 
of Conditions; and laid down 8 Enforcement Orders. 


The Commission also participated in several other notable projects for 1998. 


e Two very important environmental projects came much closer to completion this year: the 
dredging of Jennings Pond and the capping of the former landfill. The contract for the 
dredging of Jennings Pond was awarded to Foster Wheeler Environmental Corporation of 
Boston, MA in December 1998. The dredged material will be trucked directly to the former 
landfill to be used to achieve necessary grades before the low-permeability cap is installed. 
Work is scheduled to begin in February 1999 with the pond to be refilled with water in April. 
The Commission along with many residents of the Jennings Pond neighborhood have worked 
many hours to make this pond improvement project happen and their efforts will soon be 


rewarded as both the dredging of the pond and the capping of the landfill are completed in 
1999, 
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e Once the landfill is capped, a 9-hole municipal golf course has been proposed for development 
and would occupy the entire landfill area as well as a portion of land in neighboring Sherborn. 
The Natick Conservation Commission began its review of the proposed Natick Golf Course in 
the summer of 1998. To facilitate the review of this extensive and highly technical project, the 
Commission hired an environmental consultant from ENSR to make professional judgments 
on the validity and accuracy of the plan, held joint meetings with the Sherborn Conservation 
Commission, and engaged the public in hearing their specific concerns. Commission hearings 
also provided a forum for discussing the recreational and open space issues pertaining to the 
development plans. 


e The Commission’s second annual Earth Day Town Clean-up was held in May at the drainage 
basin located at the southwest corner of Speen and West Central Streets. Several cubic yards of 
trash were removed from the pond despite a misty rain and the perils of poison. A long-range 
goal of the Commission is to encourage the involvement of the business community in 
patrolling their premises to gather up the debris that originates from their stores. 


e Through a federal ISTEA grant, the Commission sponsored a TIP Enhancement project to 
create the Middlesex Path Parking Lot located on West Central Street, between Lake 
Cochituate and Fisk Pond. The purpose of this parking lot is to service not only the waterfront 
in this area but to eventually tie into a pedestrian and bicycle path that will continue into the 
downtown area. Construction of this path, as well as other improvements along Route 135, is 
planned for 1999-2000 under the direction of the Community Development Department. 


e The Commission continued to work on the proposed Wetlands Protection Bylaw, with the 
intent of submitting it before Town Meeting in Fall 1999. In the coming year, the Commission 
will be working with the public as well as with town officials and town boards in developing a 
comprehensive bylaw to further protect wetlands in Natick. 


The Commission is also proud to report the participation of its members in many other regional 
environmental organizations and working groups. Randy Johnson has participated in Natick’s 
Open Space Committee. Adam Last serves on the Natick Labs Restoration Advisory Board. Jason 
Makofsky is a technical appointee on the Massachusetts Municipal Association’s Environmental 
Policy Committee and also serves on the Metrowest Water Resources Advisory Board. Both Mr. 
Makofsky and Mr. Last are also members of the Natick Bicycle and Pedestrian Advisory 
Committee. Bernie Raftery is a Certified Professional Wetlands Scientist by the National Society of 
Wetland Scientists and a Certified Soil Scientist with the Society of Southern New England Soil 
Scientists. Doug Shepard participates on the working group for the redevelopment of the Lilja 
School. Ken Soderholm is the Chairman of the Leach Lane Working Group, which works with the 
MWRA during their sewer installation project. 


In August, Terry Whalen resigned from the position of Conservation Administrator and Planner 
for the Town. However, in November, the Commission welcomed Karyn Powers to the post. Ms. 
Powers is responsible for performing the daily tasks of the Commission including attending to 
public concerns and questions, scheduling hearings, preparing decisions by the Commission, 
performing site visits and pursuing special environmental projects.

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NATICK NEIGHBORHOOD BUS 


The Natick Neighborhood Bus has been in service for 22 years, thanks to the solid support of the 
Town and the MBTA. The MBTA subsidizes 65% of the net operation costs and the Town funds 
the remaining 35%. Currently there are three Town-owned buses. Two buses operate daily 
(Monday-Friday) and one bus operates on Saturday. Tickets may be purchased on the buses or in 
the Town Hall Community Development Office between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 11:00 a.m. 


The NNB consists of 10 part-time employees including: 1 Coordinator under the direction of the 
Community Development Director; 1 Dispatcher; and 7 Drivers (1 backup Driver). Fares are: 
$1.00 per ride for adults; $14.00 for a 20 ride adult ticket; $.50 a ride for senior citizens, students, 
and disabled persons ($7.00 for a 20 ride ticket).

A new bus was purchased in the fall of 1998. This was paid for with monies from the Homart 
Corporation. Also, a State grant allowed us to purchase a van to be put to use in the spring of 
1999, which will improve transportation access for elderly and disabled persons. Town Meeting 
voted to authorize $9,120.00 as the Town’s share for the vehicle. 


We would like to thank Marcia Kaufman, who retired in July of 1998 as the Neighborhood Bus 
Coordinator, for her eight years of hard work and dedication to this system. A private company 
oversaw the Neighborhood Bus for many years. When the Town took over the bus system, the 
Town Administrator appointed Mrs. Kaufman as the Bus Coordinator. Mrs. Kaufman’s devoted 
support provided the Town with a reliable bus system. 


Susan Cole has been hired as the new interimNeighborhood Bus Coordinator and brings 12 years 
of experience in the Public Schools Transportation system. 


We would like to thank Florence Brackett, the interim Bus Dispatcher and the following bus 
drivers: Peter Carter, Robert Cox, Ronald Ellis, Judith Killian, Lawrence Rudolph, Victor Ortiz 
and Henry Wong for their continued support of this system. 


METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


MAPC is the regional planning agency that serves the 101 communities in the metropolitan 
Boston area. It was created by an act of the state legislature in 1963. The council is composed of 
one representative from each of the 101 communities appointed by the CEO of each community. 
In addition there are 21 gubernatorial appointees and 14 agency appointees (such as DEM,

MassPort, MBTA) to the Council. The 25 member elected Executive Committee meets 11 times a 
year. The full council meets three times a year. 


In order to serve its 101 communities better, MAPC has organized eight sub-regions. These groups 
are composed of representatives from the member communities and a MAPC staff planner. The 
groups meet on a regular basis to discuss and work on issues of subregional concern. 


Natick is a member of the sub-regional group, MetroWest Growth Management Committee. The 
nine communities that make up the group meet monthly to discuss issues. 


On the region wide scale the agency is involved with many programs and issues. Among the most 
active initiatives for 1998 were the following: 


Build-Out Analysis - developed and refined its methodology as it worked on build-out 
reports for 12 communities. 


Master Plans - worked with record number of communities on master plans. 
Innovative Project Awards - received two new types of major grants from federal 


organizations - a “Welfare to Work” - U.S. Department of Labor and an EPA grant to look 
at sustainable taxation policies.

@ hosted several free ArcView geographic information system training sessions for town 
representatives; 

# participated on the Advisory Board for the statewide Citizen Planner Training Collaborative 
that provides a training curriculum for members of local Planning Boards and Zoning Board of 
Appeal; 

# completed several school enrollment studies; 

¢ completed a Nonpoint Source Management Plan for one of the subregions; 

@ solicited, reviewed and recommended projects for inclusion in the Transportation 
Improvement Program; 

¢ updated the Communities Profiles data department publication.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


This report reflects a summation of the highlights of the more significant events and 
accomplishments that have occurred during the past year. Primary among them were the 
appointment of a new Superintendent of Schools, Dr. N. Jerome Goldberg, and the opening of the 
administrative offices, School Committee Meeting Room, and staff development training facility in 
the new Town Hall. Additionally, an Interim Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum, 
Instruction, and Assessment, Dr. James O’Connell, was appointed to a one-year contract. 


NATICK HIGH SCHOOL 


@ Natick High School received a very positive evaluation from the NEASC (New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges). A follow up study is due to the organization in the 
spring of 1999. 


@ Several faculty members and students were honored by various organizations or served in 

leadership capacities outside of the school this year: 

> The Speech Team, under the direction of Mr. Gerry Dyer, sent record 30 students to 
Detroit for the National Speech Festival in May, and hosted the annual Holly Speech 
Festival at NHS in December. 

> In October, science teacher Leo Scansaroli received the coveted Harvard Book Club Prize 
as one of six exemplary public teachers in Massachusetts. 

> Ms. Jan Parsons, the Guidance Department Head, served as President of the Massachusetts 
School Counselors Association. Ms. Parsons and Mr. Ron Miller, a counselor, were faculty 
members at the New England School Practitioner Institute at Lyndon State College in 
Vermont during the summer months. 

> Mr. James Linsky, the advisor for the math team, traveled to Worcester for the annual WPI 
Invitation Math Meet. The team performed well and student Greg Schwartz was awarded a 
$1,000 scholarship for receiving the team’s highest score. 

> Under the direction of Mr. Gerry Ash, the Natick High School Jazz Ensemble received a 
silver medal and three members were awarded individual musicianship awards at the 
Northeast District Jazz Festival in February. The Symphonic Band received a bronze medal 
at the MICA Festival in March while the Concert Choir, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Claudia Hopewell, received a bronze medal and the chamber singers a silver medal. 
Additionally, the Chamber Singers received a bronze medal at the ACDA Choral 
Competition in April. 

> Students John Cowen and Peter Minich received the honorable mention status in the 
Boston Globe Art Show in January. 
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Mrs. Kathi Browne was appointed the department head of science and Mrs. Maureen Carney 
was appointed the department head for the business, art, music, and home economics 
departments. 


A joint venture was formed between the NHS School Council and Arthur D. Little, Inc. to 
sponsor a contest for all high school students to develop a long-range plan to improve the level 
of meaningful parent involvement at the high school. 


Enrollment in Latin classes has grown and for the first time in many years a fourth year Latin 
class was offered. 


Several Bay State Conference championships were won by Natick teams and athletes: 

> The wrestling team won the title for the fifth consecutive year, while Captain Greg Sinclair 
became the first Natick wrestler to win the All-State and New England Wrestling title. Greg 
was named the Bay State Conference “Wrestler of the Year.” 

>» The boys’ volleyball team won the Bay State Conference championship as well as 
competing against the winning New Bedford team for the state championship. 


A cadre of volunteers built two new dugouts at Mahan Field. 


Mr. Robert Graham, the Director of Buildings and Grounds and his crew completed a 
dramatic renovation to the front office. 


KENNEDY AND WILSON MIDDLE SCHOOLS 


Mrs. Kristen St. George was appointed the vice-principal of Kennedy in September. 


The Middle School Task Force Report was delivered to the School Committee with a 
recommendation to build a new Wilson Middle School on the Oak Street Gravel Pit site. 


A six-day cycle for scheduling allowed the middle schools to incorporate foreign language for all 
seventh and eighth grade students. A new position was added to each middle school to address 
the increase in numbers of students taking foreign languages. 


A middle school speech team was started at Wilson. 


The Wilson Junior Warrior Band was awarded a bronze medal at the MICA festival and the 
Wilson Warrior Jazz Ensemble won a silver medal at the MA Northeast District Junior Jazz 
Festival. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


e The new Bennett-Hemenway School was started and all steelwork was completed by the end of 


1998. The school is scheduled to open in August 1999 adjacent to the old building. 
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The Digi-Blocks pilot program continued at the Brown School. All teachers have been trained 
to use these mathematical tools. A National Science Foundation grant was written to 
underwrite this entire project. 


The Dave Young Children’s Literature Foundation was established at Brown School as a 
memorial to Dave Young, late husband of third grade teacher Denise Young. Foundation 
monies were used to purchase $500 in new books and a bookbinding machine for students’ 
publications. 


Two Johnson School staff members, Rhonda Conaway and Jennifer D’Antonio, received the 
Goldin Award for Excellence in Education. 


Two teachers job shared a third grade class at Johnson School. Finding and retaining 
outstanding educators has become a challenge to this and other school systems. This program 
helped to meet our needs in a creative and purposeful manner. One of the teachers, Mrs. 
MaryBeth Kinkead, was chosen to be one of three elementary teachers in Massachusetts to 
receive the National Presidential Award for the Teaching of Science. 


The Lilja School received several significant awards and grants. A $15,000 technology grant 
was received from the Lilja family to purchase hardware and software. A Cognex Honor 
Award for $2,000 was used to expand the Orff instrument collection in music. A Natick 
Education Foundation Library Honor Award for $2,000 was used to develop a home-school 
reading partnership for kindergarten and first grade students and their families. A $1,000 
partnership donation from Natick Paperboard was used for additional Open Circle training. 


Principal Joseph Ailinger of the Memorial School announced his retirement effective at the 
end of June. The process to replace him after his 29-year principalship was begun. 


SYSTEMWIDE SERVICES 


Natick was identified as one of 35 high performing school districts in the state in a study 
conducted by Dr. Robert Gaudet. Dr. Gaudet presented his findings at a School Committee 
meeting and explained the criteria for inclusion in this list. 


Negotiation and settlement of a two year contract with most bargaining units and a Time and 
Learning agreement addressing the implementation of the Education Reform Act of 1993. 


The long awaited MCAS (Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System) tests were 
administered to students in grades 4, 8, and 10 in May and the results were received in the late 
fall. Intensive analysis of the results was conducted throughout the system and 
recommendations will be made during the spring months. The second administration of the 


MCAS tests will occur in the spring of 1999.

e The Arts Task Force delivered its report with a strong recommendation to hire a Director of 
Performing Arts. Additionally, monies were allocated to pilot programs in movement, Theatre- 
in-Education, and dance. 


e Audrey Seyffert, Administrator of Pupil Services, received the Goldin Award for Excellence in 
Education for her contributions to the field. 


e A grant writer, Eva Benda, was hired to work with staff members to write grants, to edit grants, 
and to seek grant funding to enhance our programs and gain additional resources for the 
school system. 


@ The school nurses combined with the Public Health nurse and the Metro-West Medical Center 
to provide a series of three Hepatitis B immunizations to 198 sixth grade students and 66 
senior citizens. 


e The entire physical education and health teaching staff was certified in CPR and trained in 
first aid and safety. 


e The Brown and Johnson Schools participated in the Jump Rope for Heart (JRFH) program. 
Brown School, under the leadership of Physical Education teacher Val Hughes, finished first in 
the state by collecting over $10,000. 


e The instructional technology department continued to build upon the systemwide 
infrastructure, the implementation of the technology plan, the integration of technology 
throughout the curriculum, and the training of staff and students in all phases of technology. 


NATICK SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


@ Mr. Tassos Filledes and Mr. Henry Haugland were elected and Ms. Irene Kessel was reelected 
to the School Committee. Mr. Jeffrey Phillips was elected Chair. 


@ Jointly in March, the School Committee and the Board of Selectmen appointed Mr. Michael 
Turzanski to fill the seat vacated when Mr. Peter Atherton moved from Natick. 


e The School Committee introduced a Public Speak time at each of its meetings. The public is 
encouraged to speak on any issue that it wishes to bring forth without expecting an immediate 
response from the committee. 


e The School Committee voted in April to set the standard for exemplary schools with the 
following goals: to be certain that each child feels that school is a place where they will find 
adults who care about them, are interested in them, believe in them, and have confidence in 
them; to ensure that each child achieves at his or her ability level; and to ensure that teachers 
are highly esteemed. The superintendent reinforced these goals in the system goal statement i: 
August.

e The School Committee created a number of subcommittees to address specific issues, 
specifically budget, technology, public participation, superintendent evaluation, and a parent 
and staff survey. 


@ The Schooi Committee continued to update and revise its policy manual.

KEEFE TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


The five communities served by Keefe Tech continue to experience a growth in the K-12 student 
population. This contributed to an enrollment increase for the 1997-1998 school year. This is a 
trend that is expected to continue and will impact programs and budgets in the coming years. Last 
September, the school began a Health Careers Program to address an interest by students and as a 
response to the needs of the health care industry. The program is slowly growing, and we are 
currently developing affiliations with local nursing homes, doctors’ offices and hospitals to offer 
internship and cooperative education training sites for the students enrolled in the program. 


Our Landscaping/Horticulture Program has now evolved into a fully approved State Chapter 74 
Vocational Program. This program had existed for many years as an alternative program for 
dropout-prone youth but started attracting interest from regular program students. As part of their 
program, the students maintain the school grounds. In addition, the students operate two 
greenhouses, learn flower arranging, and are skilled at operating and repairing machines that range 
from lawn mowers to tractors. 


Unfortunately, last June we had to close our Electronics Program due to declining enrollment. 
This program is in demand by employers, and we will continue to monitor student interest. Our 
other technical programs, such as Information Systems and Computer Aided Design, continue to 
grow. 


We currently have nearly 150 members on our various program advisory committees. These 
committees consist of business representatives employed in the particular vocational areas along 
with parent, student and teacher members. Recently these committees have been meeting to 
teview competency task lists that profile exactly what a student is able to do in the vocational 
program in which he or she is enrolled. This allows a future employer to assess the strengths and 
weaknesses of our graduates. 


We continue to enjoy great success in the placement of our graduates. Nearly 40% of our June 
graduates chose to continue their education at the college level with over $400,000 of scholarship 
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assistance. The overall placement rate exceeded 98% when school and employment placements 
are combined. 


In May, students who were in the 10" grade took the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment 
System (MCAS) test, as did tenth graders throughout the Keefe district. While we will use the 
results of this test in a positive way to review our academic curriculum, we have some concerns 
relative to the interpretation of the test results by the public. These students had been at Keefe 
Tech less than two years when tested. For the previous nine years (K-8) they had been in another 
school system. In addition, there is currently no test available for any of our fifteen vocational 
majors—although the same Education Reform Act that mandated the MCAS test also requires a 
State test to award a Certificate of Occupational Proficiency. 


Our Continuing Education Program continues to serve over 2,000 students each semester with a 
wide range of courses offered on weekday evenings and Saturdays. Courses run the gamut from 
specific occupational skill training to recreation and relaxation activities. Non-school use of our 
facilities is also extensive, with events taking place nearly every weekend. 


The current enrollment from Natick is 88 students. Your representatives to the Keefe Tech School 
Committee are Dr. Stephen Kane and Mr. Edward Weagle. We continue to enjoy an excellent 
relationship with the Natick Public Schools and are working cooperatively to provide the best 
opportunities for youth and adults in the South Middlesex District. 
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LIBRARIES 


In 1998, more than a third of a million people visited the Morse Institute Library. Circulation of 
library materials continued to increase dramatically. Over three hundred and thirty-six thousand 
items were checked out by library patrons and over thirteen thousand people attended library 
programs in 1998. The new facility, which opened in April of 1997, continued to successfully 
fulfill its mission of serving as a major public library and a community center in Natick. 


The Morse Institute was host to a variety of library and community programs throughout 1998. In 
addition to the wealth of children’s events, the library hosted a series of local history programs, 
monthly book discussion groups, computer and Internet classes, and a series of musical events 
including vocal and instrumental performances. Highlights included February’s Valentine Gala to 
raise funds for the purchase of books, as well as the Arts and Artisans Festival held in October 
which showcased the work of local artists and crafters. 


The Board of Library Trustees and the library staff continued to upgrade the library’s technology 
and its book and audio visual collections, and to purchase additional furnishings as funding 
became available. The technology upgrades were made possible by grants from Cognex 
Corporation and the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. The technology upgrade 
included the replacement of terminals with PCs, which enable the user to select a graphical 
interface with the Minuteman Library Network databases and the Internet. The ongoing 
expansion of library technology is a major undertaking for library staff and includes extensive 
training for staff and library patrons. Hundreds of people took advantage of the individual and 
group training sessions offered by library staff in the use of the Internet and other electronic 
resources. 


Reorganization and expansion of the book and audio visual collections was made possible by an 

appropriation of one hundred thousand dollars at the 1998 fall town meeting. In addition to 
generous support from the town, the library received a federal grant from the Massachusetts Board 
of Library Commissioners to purchase materials on health and medical topics. 


The Autism Resource Center was dedicated in 1998 with gifts from the Family Voice, the Horace 
Mann Educational Foundation and the Doug Flutie Jr. Foundation. With this support, the library 
staff purchased books and materials on autism and organized an area in the library where books, 
pamphlets, and information on autism were available. In addition, the library co-sponsored several 
programs with these groups. 


The Veterans’ Oral History Project, with the support of the Natick Veteran’s Council, library staff, 
and volunteers recorded the histories of Natick veterans on video tape. Support from individual 
volunteers, civic groups, and local businesses continues to be generous for all types of library 
programs. 
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Numerous groups and organizations donated their time and funds to the library during 1998. The 
Friends of the Library funded the restoration of several antique tables and bookcases housed in the 
local history room. The Friends also purchased books on tape and museum passes for the library. 
Children First Natick purchased museum passes, videos, and interactive compact disc programs for 
the Young People’s Library. The Fourth of July Committee provided hundreds of volunteer hours 
to help organize the Arts and Artisans Weekend as well as the Valentine Gala. Several individuals 
and local foundations provided the equipment to make the library more accessible to the 
handicapped. An automatic door opener was added to the front doors and an Optelec and 
Aladdin Telesensory, print enhancement equipment, were purchased for use in the library and for 
circulation. 


In 1998, the library lost a devoted employee and trustee. Ms. Elizabeth Partridge, who worked at 
the Morse Institute Library for forty-five years, died on December 27, 1998. After serving as library 
director for thirty-two years and retiring in 1980, she went on to serve as a library trustee for 
eighteen years until 1998. Ms. Partridge was involved in three library renovation projects during 
her tenure as director and trustee. She was active in the most recent library renovation and 
expansion program including the selection of the building consultants, the architects, and the 
design of the new building. For over sixty years, her dedication enabled the Morse Institute to 
flourish and to respond to the needs of a growing community. Her respect and affection for the 
Morse Institute Library and the community will serve as a continuing legacy to the town of Natick. 


In the spring of 1998, two new trustees were elected to the Board for five year terms. Mrs. Harriet 
Buckingham and Dr. Benjamin Matzilevich joined Marshall Lebowitz, Elliot Goodman, and Dr. 
Joseph Keefe on the governing board of the library. The Board will oversee the library into the 
next century.

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BACON FREE LIBRARY 


The year 1998 was one of great strides in technology and aesthetics at the Bacon Free Library. In 
February at an Open House, all of the computer-based services available at the library were 
demonstrated to the public. By year’s end, the library had entered into a “Library Connections” 
partnership with MediaOne to bring Broadband High-speed Internet access to the community, 
greatly enhancing the public’s free access to information databases, library catalogs and other 
resources in the library world and on the Web. 


Aesthetically, the interest of the Bacon Free Library building was refreshed with the installation of 
historically correct lighting fixtures and the application of fresh coats of paint to the lobby and 
interior walls. The building’s fire alarm system was upgraded at the same time. On the exterior, 
new signage was installed and a gift from the Friends enabled some overdue pruning to be done 
and signs and monuments on the grounds to be restored. 


The library director, with the assistance of staffers, Priscilla Duval and Marjorie Feeley, acquired 
and processed over 900 new print and non-print items and circulated 13,000 titles. The library 
was open to the public 1300 hours and offered 57 programs with 1900 people attending. The 
director conducted pre-school story hours, adult book discussion groups, and the annual summer 
reading program. 


The Friends, with Rita Feddersen as president, conducted their annual membership drive and sent 
library magnets to all new members. They purchased not only passes to Boston area cultural 
attractions but also library supplies and equipment not covered in the library's annual operating 
budget. The Friends also purchased new alabaster lighting fixtures for the lobby of the building. 
During the holidays they collected food and knitted goods to be distributed in the community by 
the Natick Service Council. The Friends continued their cooperation with local schools, 
businesses, and service organizations in an effort to bring diverse programming to the community. 


- Throughout 1998 the Bacon Free Library also continued to cosponsor programming with the 


Natick Historical Society, located on the lower level of the library building. The Historical Society 
carried out its mission to collect and preserve artifacts, printed material, current information, and 
photographs documenting the history of Natick. The Museum is a resource for study and tours for 
elementary through college age students, scout troops, senior citizens, and other researchers. In 
1998 there were over 2000 visitors to the museum. In December came the much-anticipated 
publication of Images of America - Natick, a pictorial history of the Town co-authored by Anne K. 
Schaller, Director and Janice Prescott, President; on behalf of the Natick Historical Society. 


As the year ended, the Trustees looked back on a year of substantial accomplishments and good 
times. Participation in the NEF’s annual Spelling Bee is always a highlight where the library’s team 
joins so many others from around the Town in some good-natured community spirit and 
competition. The BFL’s annual family Jazz Concert on the grounds in June is the library’s gift to 
the community and the celebration of the beginning of summer. Reinvigorated with new board 
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members, the Trustees looked forward to Y2K and to the continuation of building restoration 
efforts, new landscaping of the grounds, and enhancing public library services and programming 
for the people of Natick.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The calendar year 1998 Annual Town Report is respectfully submitted. Year ending in December 
1997 has brought the Assessors Office forward and closer to Y2K compliance. The office has 
updated their Appraisal Software and now has a complete picture database in use. 


In 1998, the Board of Assessors granted 517 Personal Exemptions to qualified property owners. 
The Board also presented for vote to Town Meeting a proposed increase to the personal 
exemptions. In Fiscal Year 1999 this increase will be implemented. The Board of Assessors also 
reviewed and acted on 696 Abatement Applications after the 1998 Triennial Revaluation was 
complete. The Board will continue to be available to provide residents with equitable and accurate 
assessment data. The Board of Assessors meets as scheduled on Tuesday evenings at 7:30 p.m. as 
posted at Town Hall. 


The Assessors Office is available daily to assist resident’s with complete assessment data and are 


committee to providing any and all support needed to answer all questions and concerns. The 
Assessors Office is open Monday-Friday 8:30 a.m. to 5 p.m.

COMPTROLLER 


In compliance with Chapter 41, Section 62 of the Massachusetts General Laws, submitted 


herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the fiscal period July 1, 1997 
through June 30, 1998. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town Departments have been examined 
both for their accuracy and for legal requirements before being submitted to the Treasurer for 
payment. The invoices and payrolls for operating expenses, which were presented on 298 Treasury 
Warrants, amounted to $105, 972,118.81 and the 163 Capital Project Treasury Warrants 
amounted of $14,372,555.16. Warrants payable as of June 30, 1998, totaled $6,562,491.03. 
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The total receipts from July 1, 1997 through June 30, 1998, inclusive of trust funds were 
$111,023,700.27. 


The cash balance on hand June 30, 1998, exclusive of trust funds was $29,488,573.30, which is a 
decrease of $2,771,655.03 from the balance on hand at the end of the previous fiscal period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State approved forms to all Town 
Officers, Committees and Boards charged with the expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled showing amounts for each item 
appropriated during Fiscal Year 1998. and expended for Fiscal Year 1998. Copies of each budget 
were forwarded to the Finance Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances closed for Fiscal Year 1998 amounted to $774,566.44 a 
decrease of $538,772.47 from the previous fiscal period. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, of the Massachusetts General Laws, notice 
was given to the Assessors of the total 1997-1998 receipts with the exception of revenues from 
Property Taxes, Loans, Trust Funds, Federal and State Grants and Revolving Funds, and the 
source of such receipts were specified.

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BOARDS, COMMITTEES & 
COMMISSIONS 


CABLE ADVISORY BOARD 


The Cable Advisory Board’s most important function is as a liaison between the Town and any 
existing or future cable licensee. The Board also represents the Board of Selectmen in negotiating 
the franchise license with whichever cable provider wishes to operate in the Town. Currently the 
only company with a license is MediaOne, formerly known as Continental Cablevision. RCN, 
which has negotiated licenses in several towns nearby, has submitted a proposal for providing cable 
service. 


The Town is in the ascertainment phase of renegotiating a license with MediaOne, and any other 
cable companies, during which the public is invited to make comments about cable service in the 
Town. The Town, however, has no control over rates or programming, but it has been 
documented that in towns where there is competition for cable access, cable providers, often in 
resident’s favor address these issues. 


There was a public hearing of issues related to cable service in January, and in July the Selectmen 
approved the Board’s Issuing Authority Report. The Board has been occupied with reviewing the 
RCN and MediaOne proposals, with the advice of their attorney, in an attempt to negotiate the 
most favorable license for the Town. 


At issue in the negotiations, is the desire of the Board to see that a cable operator in Natick, 
provide, at no cost to the subscribers, an Institutional Network, or Net. The LNet is a fiberoptic 
network linking public buildings and schools. Its benefits include communication among all 
departments of the town, improving parent and school contact, facilitating a public safety network 
accessible to residents via cable TV, and the capability of providing live coverage of local events and 
meetings. Many towns in eastern Massachusetts have negotiated a free Net with MediaOne. 


One of the concerns the Board hears most frequently from residents of the Town is the slow 
response time when telephoning MediaOne, whether to report outages or problems with service, 
or questions about programming. This is a serious issue, and one the Board would like to receive 
written documentation about, as it is mandated by the FCC that there be no more than a thirty 
second waiting time for a human response to a telephone call. 


Another frequently expressed concern is the lack of local-origination programming and the lack of 
coverage of important town meetings and events by MediaOne in Natick. One way to address 
these issues is by the formation of a Public Access Corporation, a non-profit 501© 3 organization, 
comprised of and run by residents of the Town. Funding for this corporation is derived from fees 
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paid by cable operators to the town and by application for grants. To this end the Cable Advisory 
Board has proposed to the Board of Selectmen that they grant approval to this endeavor. The 
Cable Board is currently reviewing its proposal to provide more information to the Selectmen 
about the operation of a public access corporation. 


The Cable Advisory Board welcomes and listens to comments from the residents of Natick who 
can contact the Board via voice mail at (508) 647-8528 or by e-mail, cable @eesco.com. The web 
page address is http://www.eesco.com/cable, where people fill out an online comment form. Or 
residents can write to the Cable Board in care of Natick Town Hall. 


Meetings of the Board are every second and fourth Wednesday of the month at 7:30 p.m. in the 
Library. All residents of Natick are invited to attend.

The Commission on Disability continues to advocate on behalf of residents with disabilities and to 
reach the goal of full inclusion of people with disabilities in community activities. 


During the year, the Commission has again had the opportunity to work on joint projects with 
federal, state and town departments, businesses, community groups and the general public. The 
Commission conducted a demonstration of audible traffic signals, similar to the device at Central 
and Main streets. The program attended by area officials focused on the Australian manufacturer 
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who produces units that the town will soon install. The Commission has begun plans to establish 
a "Disability Spotlight Series" to promote people with disabilities who are authors, film-makers, 
singers, artists or performers who will educate, and demonstrate the capabilities of individuals with 
disabilities. The Commission now seeks funding to make this new project a reality. The 
Commission continues to promote a "Disaster Communications Program" to assist persons with 
disabilities and seniors living alone. When the town declares a prolonged emergency, such as a 
hurricane, blizzard, or tornado, volunteer amateur radio (ham) operators will contact persons who 
are registered in this program to check on their well being. To learn more about this program, 
contact Gwen Kermode or the Senior Center. The Commission is working with the Metrowest 
Chamber of Commerce and the Framingham Disabilities Sub-committee to assist area businesses 
and their employees to better serve customers with disabilities. 


We continue to work closely with local businesses, offering seminars, technical assistance and 
information on an individual and group basis. We provide advice and recommendations to various 
businesses so they can increase their share of the growing market of customers with disabilities. 
The Commission continues to work closely with Town officials and department heads on areas of 
access for town buildings, programs and services. In October, we participated in an open house 
with the Morse Institute Library, focusing on disability-related services and materials offered by the 
Commission, the Library. and other state and local agencies. The Commission continues to be a 
resource to schools and other town departments to provide training, technical assistance and 
education regarding employment, program, and public accommodations for persons with 
disabilities. 


The Commission continues its volunteer Handicapped Parking Enforcement Program in 
cooperation with the Police Department. Qualified commissioners can report appropriate 
photographs and information to the police department where citations to violators 
who park in handicapped parking spaces can be issued. We urge all places of public 
accommodation to post the proper use or location of Handicapped Parking signs. The 
Commission makes available for sale the appropriate signs and freely provides the technical 
support for their placement. 


Commissioners continue to address community groups and organizations, to participate in various 
disability-related programs and forums and were quoted in local newspaper articles. For more 
information, contact Gwen Kermode, Human Services Director at 651-7270. The Commission 
meets in the Community Meeting Room at the Morse Institute Library on the second Wednesday 
evening of the month at 7:00 p.m. We welcome residents to participate, give input and share 
concerns. 
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NATICK CULTURAL COUNCIL REPORT 


The Natick Cultural Council has scheduled six meetings for 1998-1999 operational year. Meetings 
to date were held on September 9", October 7", November 4" and the final meeting of 1998 on 
December 2" in which the NCC chose the grant awards for the 1999 season. 


The meetings are scheduled in the Natick Town Hall and the elections were held and the following 
officers were chosen. The Chairperson is Geraldine Baretto-Sims, the Vice Chapirperson, Raffael 
DeGruttola, the Sectretary, Patricia Nelson, the Treasurer, Ann Powers, and the Publicity 
Chairperson Paula Grimes. 


At the first meeting we discussed the amount of money, over $12,000, from the Massachusetts 
Cultural Council, which is available for the coming year. Carry over monies were available due to 
the fact that two of the grantees were unable to fulfill their obligation to the Town. With this in 
evidence, the Town Allotment Account has a balance of a few hundred dollars we can use for this 
year. Every effort was made by the Council Chair to contact the groups and alert them of their 
commitment. 


Applications were made available to artists and Community Groups at the Town Hall, Library, and 
other areas throughout the Town for the 1999 season with a deadline date of October 15, 1998. 
The Selectmen were appraised of the situation that the NCC has only five members, and it is 
necessary to recruit for a larger Council. The current officers are addressing this issue. 


On October 7", the NCC had a Community Input Meeting in the Town Hall Auditorium. 
Different community members attended and discussed upcoming events for the Town as well as 
possible ideas for the Town’s 350" Year Celebration. 


On November 4", the Council met to review more than 35 applications which had been 
submitted for funding for the 1999 season. The total of these requests was approximately $50,000, 
- however, since the Town was allotted $11,931 by the Massachusetts Cultural Council of the State, 
reviews of the applications by the Council was conducted to match this amount with the 
remaining carry-over amounts. 


On December 2™ the NCC approved for funding 13 applications for a total of approximately 
$12,100.

NATICK HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Natick Housing Authority in 1998, under the guidance and leadership of the Board of 
Commissioners, has once again completed another successful and productive year. The 
Authority's overall financial position continues to be healthy and our housing stock remains in 
great shape. The State Auditors conducted their annual audit of our Books of Account in the Fall 
and concluded that there were no significant findings and that the NHA followed all standard 
accounting practices and procedures. The Authority's 19998 Modernization Program focused on 
system repair and replacement an infrastructure updating at several housing sites throughout 
Natick. At Cedar Gardens we installed six (6) new boilers and two (2) new hot water tanks to 
prevent winter problems and we replaced several hundred feet of underground heating culvert to 
one of our older buildings on the site. The Housing Authority replaced 242 windows at our Forest 
Green family housing site on Bennett and Forest Streets and installed thirteen (13) new boilers at 
our West Hill Park family site in West Natick. Six (6) of our scattered-site family houses had roof 
replacement, chimney repair and new boiler work to button up each building. On November 2, 
1998 the Natick Housing Authority celebrated our 50" Anniversary in business and in service to 
the Natick community. The Housing Authority also honored the dedication and leadership of the 
current Board of Commissioners: Thomas L. Huddy (30 years), James M. White (26 years), 
Edward J. Hurst (24 years), Anthony J. Onorato (8 years) and Virginia M. Doucette (5 years). The 
Authority has a number of activities planned over the next several months to highlight our joyful 
event and is working with several local organizations and tenant groups to better assist the NHA in 
meeting the social service and housing related challenges of the next century. Community 
interaction and mutual cooperation, a resident learning and education center and expansion of 
housing opportunities for all are NHA Anniversary goals intended to accomplish resident self 
sufficiency and mobility. Authority residents continue to be the cornerstone to the continued 
success of Authority programs and to the quality of their lives. Resident self-sufficiency is our 
intended goal, educational and economic development remains our hopeful vision and future 
development is our ultimate dream.

RECYCLING & ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Natick Recycling Committee continues to try to improve the status of recycling in the town as 
we work toward the statewide goal of a recycling rate of 46% by the year 2000. Curbside recycling 
has been in effect since April 1994 and is very successful with 89% of households contributing. 
Our committee helps to educate the public and to promote recycling, both curbside and at the 
Recycling Center. The items collected at curbside include cardboard, paper, aluminum, tin, glass, 
milk/juice cartons and class 1 and 2 plastics. 


Additional items, which are collected at the Recycling Center, are used motor oil, clothing, white 
metals, fluorescent bulbs, car and household batteries, and yard waste. We are currently awaiting 
final approval to have several areas at the Recycling Center paved for brush and white metals. 
After this is completed we will finally get the long-awaited paint shed and swap area for usable 
goods. These areas will greatly enhance the aesthetic value of the center as well as provide 
residents with more options to recycle and re-use. The paint shed will provide a vehicle for 
disposal of unwanted paint and thereby keep it out of the hazardous waste collection. The paint 
can be re-used by residents or by various town departments. There will also be a shed for universal 
waste goods such as computers and TVs since they contain hazardous waste and the state is 
mandating a separate collection in 1999. The Recycling Center is an integral part of the town 
recycling effort. Besides the additional collection alternatives offered there, it serves as the only 
recycling option for many residents such as apartment dwellers and small businesses. 


The Recycling Committee has also been involved in promoting recycling at Town Meeting and in 
the new Town Hall, helping Natick High School’s environmental group, Students for Planet Earth, 
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in their annual Earth Day Festivals on the common, and encouraging the “Buy Recycled” program 
sponsored by MassRecycle and the DEP. 


Some of our goals in the upcoming year include revising Natick Green Pages as an informational 
tool for residents (especially new residents who are not aware of the recycling program in Natick), 
continuing to educate the residents of Natick with regular newspaper articles about better recycling 
practices and encouraging the closing of the recycling loop by buying recycled products. We also 
hope to see signs at town entrances, which promote our recycling program, and we look forward to 
improvements at the Recycling Center. 


Natick is doing very well in its recycling efforts but there continues to be room for improvement. 
The Recycling Committee is committed to advancing the goals to be one of the better recycling 
towns in the state. We urge your support and involvement.

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TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


The Town Forest Committee respectfully submits its Activities Report for the year ending 1998. 
This year was very busy. The committee attempted to submit preliminaries concerning a new "Park 
Entrance Design" on Oak Street but ran into concerns over locations of property bounds. This was 
sent to the Town's Attorney for review and have not received any feedback as of this report. The 
Conservation Committee has reviewed the Preliminaries of this new proposed entrance and 
requested that we file a notice of intent due to the wet lands (pond) that abuts the entrance. This 
will be requested along with the full site plan in the first quarter of 1999. 


The forest fared well during the winter months of 1997-1998 with an increase in deer population. 
We have reports now of residents spotting Coyotes but our members have yet to see any evidence 
of this. The spring of 98, though wet, had a large increase of teenagers using the forest for 
patties/fires. This started in April and ended for the summer then started again in late October 
through the middle of December due to the unusual warm fall. This activity resulted in weekly 
trips by the committee to collect over 4,000 bottles/cans and trash left behind along with many 
fires still active the next day which required us to put them out. A program was started by the 
support of the committee and the Natick High School Science Dept under the guidance of Mrs 
Beth Kay for the evaluation of future course to study the wild life and the forest. Yet successful, it 
was sad to hear that Mrs. Kay is no longer with the School Dept. The committee began its "Road 
Repair" program. This started with the Main Fire road on the lower level, which has been washed 
out over the years by flooding. The Town's Water Dept donated its equipment and services 
(employee Scott Spurling) during his days off to perform these repairs with great success. We still 
have many roads to repair and «require the help of the Engineering Dept to devise a drainage 
system on the second level to reduce further erosion into the nearby streams. This will be 
investigated & performed in 1999. The committee is still working on its 1999- 2000 proposed 
budget and will have this ready for the spring’s town meetings.

Union Hospital which thereafter changed its name to MetroWest Medical

324.721 Remove all existing structures on the residentially zoned lot(s). 


324.722 Provide open space for public ownership, or exclusive long term use, in an 
amount equal to three times the area of the residentially zoned lot(s) to be added to the 
Project (hereinafter, “Compensating Open Space”]. Such Compensating Open Space to be 
so provided shall contain not more than twenty (20%) percent wetland, and shall be of 
such quality, in the opinion of the Planning Board, as to be able to accommodate active 
Park use as defined in Section 200. The Compensating Open Space may have any zoning 
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classification. The Planning Board may waive the twenty (20%) percent wetland limitation 
if it makes a finding that the Park would be enhanced by permitting a larger percentage of 
wetland, not to exceed fifty (50%) percent of the Compensating Open Space.

Be it resolved, whereas at the April 1998 Town Meeting, the Town Meeting body voted 
unanimously to ratify a resolution to treat one another with courtesy and respect, Town 
Meeting members should not only make a more concerted effort to carry out the intent 
of that resolution, but also to expand its scope to include treating all other people 
present at Town Meeting with the same courtesy and respect. 


The blatant display of disrespect on Tuesday night of this week by a Town meeting 
member towards other Town Meeting members is in violation of the existing resolution 
and the established “Notes on Procedures for Town Meeting members”. Other persons 
in attendance were also victims of this verbal assault. Moreover, the exhibition was 
nothing less than defamation of character. 


Let it be known that the Town Meeting floor should not be used to promulgate personal 
grievances or pursue personal vendettas. It is not a battleground for debate, but rather a 
common ground for reasonable expression of thought. 


Be it further resolved that the Town Moderator be commended for policing the policies 
of proper decorum, but he should not be expected to shoulder the burden of 
maintaining common courtesy. Although his responsibilities may overlap to serving as 
intermediary, they should not include serving as a referee. 


As the proceedings at Town Meeting are reported in the local newspapers and are 
telecast on cable TV, they are available to the public at large which includes our student 
population. Thus, another reason why our conduct at Town Meeting should be 


exemplary, rather than an embarrassment to our form of town government.

All of such future devices are also intended to be included within this 
definition. It is specifically intended, however, that a WCF shall include all “personal wireless 
service facilities” as defined in Section 332 (c)(7) of the United States Code, Section 332, as 
amended.

Free-Standing, Wireless Communications Facility (FSWCF): Any out-of-doors WCF mounted 


on the ground or erected on, or supported by, any free-standing monopole structure. 


Building-Mounted Wireless Communications Facility (BMWCF): Any out-of-doors WCF 
mounted on, erected on, or supported in whole or in part by an existing building or structure 
(including without limitation, buildings, water towers, smoke stacks, church steeples, and the like) 
occupied and/or used primarily for other purposes. 


Indoor Wireless Communications Facility (IWCE): A WCF mounted inside, erected inside or 
supported within an existing building or structure (including without limitation, buildings, 
cupolas, church spires, inactive smoke stacks, and the like) occupied and/or used primarily for 
other purposes, no portion of which is visible from the exterior of such building or structure. 


Accessory Wireless Communications Facility (AWCEF): 

A WCE located on the same lot and customary and incidental to a use permitted as of right, by 
Special Permit, by variance, or as a pre-existing non-conforming use, including without limitation, 
any home mounted wireless transmission/reception box and any fixtures and equipment 
customary and incidental to a private business exchange also known as a “PBX Wireless Campus”. 
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Height of WCF Structure: A distance measured from the average finished grade of the land 
surrounding a WCF tower, or surrounding the exterior walls of a building or other structure 
containing or supporting a WCF, up to the highest point, surface or projection of such building or 
structure or the highest point, surface or projection of the WCF itself. 


Wireless Communications Services: The provision of the following types of services: cellular 
telephone service, personal communications including wireless and broadcast communications, 
and enhanced specialized mobile radio service, paging services, and including, without limitation, 
voice, messaging and data communications using advanced digital communications technologies.

1 -PURPOSE AND AUTHORITY 


The purpose of these regulations is to assure that wireless communication facilities may be 
provided by special permit with minimal harm to the public health, safety and general 
welfare. More specifically, it is desired to minimize the overall number and height of such 
facilities to only what is essential in order to provide for the rendition of wireless 
communication services within the Town, and to promote the shared use of such facilities 
in order to reduce the number of new facilities. These regulatons are specifically permitted 
under Title 47 (Telegraphs, Telephones and Radiotelegraphs) of the United States Code, 
Chapter 5 (Wire or Radio Communication), Subchapter III (Special Provisions Relating to 
Radio), Part I (General Provisions), Section 332 (Mobile Services), (c) [Regulatory treatment 
of mobile services], (7) [Preservation of local zoning authority]. 
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2 - GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


(A) Special Permit Required. No FreeStanding WCF or BuildingMounted WCF may be 
erected or installed except upon the issuance of a Special Permit by the Planning Board 
acting as the Special Permit Granting Authority (SPGA) in accordance with Section VLEE, 
and subject to the Site Plan Review procedure as set forth in Section VI-DD. The Planning 
Board shall adopt Rules and Regulations regarding the construction, installation, 
maintenance and removal of WCFs. Such Rules and Regulations shall include a 
requirement that the Planning Board employ the services of technical consultants who are 
expert in the Site Selection and coverage for WCFs, who are expert in the field of RF 
radiation, who are structural experts having experience in WCF tower design, and who 
otherwise are sufficiently conversant with wireless industry technology to be able to 
evaluate any proposal for a WCF. The cost of the services of such consultants shall be 
borne by the Applicant. 


(B) Federal Requirements. A WCF monopole tower and its associated structures and 
accessory equipment shall be located in accordance with the Federal Communication 
Commission (“FCC”) and the Federal Aviation Administration (“FAA”) regulations in 
effect at the time of its construction. The operation of such WCF shall comply with all 
requirements of these agencies in addition to the requirements of these Bylaws. 


3 - USE AND INTENSITY RESTRICTIONS 


(A) Location. Location of any new WCF shall be in a technically suitable space available 
on an existing communications tower, or on or in an existing building or structure, either 
as a first installation or as a co-location, within the geographic area that the new WCF site 
is to serve. The applicant shall include in its application a description of its efforts in this 
regard, which as a minimum provides information that less visually obtrusive sites have 
been considered as part of the site selection process for potential sites, such as church 
steeples, street lights, clock towers, electric transmission towers, water tanks, and rooftops. 


(B) Free-Standing WCF. Should the applicant desire to locate a new FSWCE, after 
exhausting all opportunities for location on or in an existing building or structure, or on an 
existing tower, then the applicant must seek to locate such new FSWCE in areas where it is 
permitted under this Bylaw. 


(C) Finding. Before issuing a Special Permit for a free standing WCE the Planning Board 
must make a finding that all existing or approved WCF facilities cannot technologically 
accommodate the WCF requested, or evidence has been received that permission to locate 
on such facilities has been denied by the owner thereof, preferably in a writing, a copy of 
which has been submitted to the Planning Board. 


(D) Height. The maximum Height of a Free-Standing WCE Structure shall be 125 feet. 
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(E) Setback. A Free-Standing WCF shall be set back a minimum distance of 125 feet from 
any property line on the lot on which it is located, and shall not be located closer than 200 
feet to any residence or to any structure accessory to such residence. No setback 
requirements shall apply to Building Mounted WCF’s, to Indoor WCF’s, to accessory 
WCF’s or to ground mounted WCF’s, provided however that the dimensional and 
intensity requirements of the underlying zoning district shall continue to apply to the 
building or structure in or on which the WCF is mounted. 


4- STANDARDS 


(A) Landscaping and Screening- Existing on-site vegetation shall be preserved to the 
maximum extent practicable. WCFs shall be located on the landscape or on a structure in 
such a manner so as to minimize visibility from abutting streets and residences. Additional 
landscaping or screening may be required, if necessary to accomplish minimizing visibility 
from abutting streets and residences while still permitting the WCF to carry out its 
functions. 


(B) Authorization by Property Owner- Applicants proposing to construct a WCF on land 
or structures, including Federal, State or municipally owned land or structures, shall 
provide evidence of authorization from the owner of such land or structure having the 
authority to extend such authorization and having control of such land or structures. Such 
evidence shall include a copy of the lease entered into between the applicant and the owner 
or Federal, State or Town Agency. 


(C) Fencing - Fencing shall be provided to control access to and to secure a free standing 
WCE site. Fencing in residential areas shall not be of barbed or razor wire material. 


(D) Signs - There shall be no signs, except for announcement signs, “no trespassing” signs 
and a required sign giving a phone number where the owner of the WCF can be reached 
on a twenty-four (24) hour, 7 days per week basis. All signs shall conform to the 
requirements of Section V-H. 


(E) Lighting - Lighting of the WCF shall be prohibited except as may be required by the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). Notwithstanding the foregoing, lighting may be 
permitted to the extent that it is needed for emergencies. 


(F) Parking - There shall be a minimum of one (1) parking space for each WCF facility, to 
be used in connection with the maintenance of the facility and the site, and not to be used 
for the permanent storage of vehicles. 


(G) Utilities - All electric and other utility lines servicing a WCF, including network hard 
wire interconnections from the WCF, shall be via underground lines. 
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O- EXEMPTIONS 


Facilities for the purposes set forth in M.G.L. c40A, Section 3, and the following types of 
WCF are exempt from the provisions of this Section IIL-H. 


(A) Amateur Radio Towers - Amateur radio towers used in accordance with the terms of 
any amateur radio service license issued by the Federal Communications Commission 
(FCC), provided that: (1) any tower employed is not used or licensed for commercial 
purposes, (2) the tower must have a cost or replacement value of less than $10,000, 
measured in 1998 dollars, and (3) the tower must be removed if the use is discontinued for 
six (6) months. 


(B) Household Uses - A device for customary household use such as a conventional 
chimney mounted television antenna, or a home satellite dish used in conjunction with a 
single or two-family dwelling. 


(C) Public Safety - Towers and antennas used exclusively for non-commercial, public safety 
purpose by a Town Agency. 


6- OPERATIONAL REQUIREMENTS 


(A) Expansion of Use - Any proposed extension in the height, addition of cells, antennae or 
panels, construction of a new WCF, or replacement of a WCF, shall be considered to 
be a change in a material respect of a previously issued Special Permit and approved site 


plan requiring a new application for an amendment or modification to the Special — 


Permit in the same manner as provided for obtaining initial approval. 


(B) Annual Certification - Annual certification demonstrating continuing compliance with 
the standards specified in the WCF Overlay District and the standards of the FCC, 
FAA and the American National Standards Institute (ANSI), and compliance with 
required maintenance and any conditions of the Special Permit, shall be filed with the 
Building Inspector and the Planing Board by the Special Permit holder on or before 
January 1“ of each year of operation. 


(C) Unused Facilities - All obsolete or unused WCF or parts thereof or accessory facilities 
and structures which have not been used for six (6) months shall be dismantled and 
removed at the owners expense within thirty (30) days after notification by the Building 
Inspector. 


(D) Security - The Planning Board may require as a condition of the issuance of a Special 
Permit an acceptable form of security to provide a performance guarantee for 
compliance with the requirements of the WCF Overlay District, to cover the costs 
needed to evaluate whether the WCF is still being used, and to remove unused 
facilities, and to restore the area to its original condition. Any amounts remaining 
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from such security will be returned to facility owners after successful removal and 
restoration. 


(E) Expiration- Special Permits granted for a WCF shall be limited to a term of five (5) 
years but not to extend beyond the FCC license period granted to the Applicant. The 
Applicant may file to renew or extend its Special Permit, but must file for such renewal 
or extension when seeking a renewal or extension of its FCC license. This will allow 
periodic review by the Planning Board to evaluate permit conditions reflecting advances 
in knowledge, experience and technology so that improved technology may be 
substituted for that initially permitted hereunder. 


(F) Technology - A WCF monopole shall be designed to accommodate the maximum 
number of uses technologically practical. WCF equipment shall be downsized to the 
extent practicable, as technology advances. Such WCF equipment shall be removed 
when no longer needed to fulfill the current FCC license requirements. 


(G) New Owner - All conditions and requirements of the Special Permit issued hereunder, 
and all requirements of the Planning Board Rules and Regulations regarding WFCs 
shall be transferred to any new owner of a WCF site.” 


RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee recommends Favorable Action with regard 
to the subject matter of Article 30.

ARTICLE 20 
(PLANNING BOARD)

a program requiring utilities to remove their poles and overhead wires and associated overhead 
structures which are located within certain parts of Town, the first project of such program to be 
located within and about the new Municipal Complex area, as described hereafter, such new 
Section 78 to read as follows, or otherwise act thereon:

REMOVAL OF OVERHEAD WIRES 


Section 1 Authority 
This by-law is adopted to implement a program proposed by the Planning Board to advance the 


public safety, health, convenience and welfare, pursuant to G.L. Chapter 166, Sections 22A 
through 22N, by prohibiting new installation or construction or upgrading or replacement of 
poles, overhead wires and associated overhead structures upon, along or across any public way or 
ways within the area of Natick designated in Section 7 of this by-law, and by requiring the removal 
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of utility poles, overhead wires and associated overhead structures which are located upon. along or 
across any public way or ways within the area of Natick designated in Section 7 below. 


Section 2 Definitions 
The following terms shall have the meaning set forth in Chapter 166, Section 22A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 

a) Person 


b) Poles and overhead wires and associated overhead structures 


c) Utility 


Section 3 Program Requirements 


a) 


b) 


c) 


d) 


No utility shall be permitted to install, construct, upgrade or replace any poles and 
overhead wires and associated overhead structures upon, along or across any public way or 
ways located within the area of Natick designated in Section 7 of this by-law. 

Each utility shall remove its poles and overhead wires and associated overhead structures 
which are located upon, along or across any public way or ways located within the area of 
Natick designated in Section 7 of this by-law. 

Each utility with poles or overhead wires or associated overhead structures subject to the 
removal requirements of this law as originally approved shall comply with the removal 
provisions of this by-law within 180 days of the effective date of this by-law. 

Each utility poles or overhead wires or associated overhead structures which become 
subject to the removal requirements of this by-law by virtue of an amendment to this by- 
law, shall comply with said removal requirements within 180 days of the effective date of 
said amendment to this by-law. 


The Planning Board may from time to time establish design standards and criteria for 
implementation of the program for removal of overhead wires. 


Section 4 Underground Construction; Customer Service Facilities 


1. All underground construction and conduits, conductors and associated equipment necessary 
to receive utility service between the utility’s service facilities referred to in G.L. Chapter 166, 
Section 22H and the service facilities in the building or structure being serviced, shall be 
deemed to be “customer’s service facilities”. Any utility in providing underground replacement 
facilities for any poles and overhead wires and associated overhead structures located upon, 
along, or across any public ways in accordance with this Article 78, within those parts of Town 
specified in Section 7 hereof, shall install customer’s service facilities as defined in this Section 


4. 


Section 5 Emergency Erection of Overhead Poles, Overhead Wires and Associated Overhead 
Structures 


Notwithstanding the provisions of this by-law the Board of Selectmen may grant special 
permission, for such period and on such terms as it may deem appropriate, in case of emergency or 
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unusual circumstances, without discrimination as to any person or utility, to erect, construct, 
install, maintain, use or operate poles and overhead wires and associated overhead structures. No 
person shall be deemed to have violated this by-law for doing any act authorized by any such special 
permission. 


Section 6 Cooperation Agreements 
Pursuant to G.L. Chapter 166, Section 22E the Town of Natick may enter into, amend and 


perform cooperation agreements with a utility by which the utility shall pay money to the Town of 
Natick and the Town of Natick shall expend some or all of such money to remove or cause to be 
removed any poles and overhead wires and associated overhead structures of such utility’s service, 
to replace the same (or cause them to be replaced) with underground facilities. 


Section 7 Designated Parts of Town for Removal of Overhead Poles and Overhead Wires and 
Associated Overhead Structures 


The following areas of the Town of Natick shall be included in the program for removal of 
overhead wires: 

a) Upon, along or across a portion of Clarendon Street and Hayes Street and East Central 
Street from the western boundary of Clarendon Street to the eastern boundary of 
Mulligan Street, all as shown on a plan on file in Community Development Department 
office. 


Section 8 Cost of Compliance 
The increased cost to a utility of providing service due to adoption of this by-law shall be charged to 


ratepayers as permitted by the Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities. 


Section9 _ Penalties 
a) Any person who violates Section 2a of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one thousand dollars and no more than five thousand dollars. 
b) Any person who violates Sections 2b, 2c or 2d of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than one thousand dollars and not more than five thousand dollars for each 
consecutive fifteen day period during which said violation continues. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee recommends 
favorable action with regard to the subject matter of Article 20 


PLANNING BOARD RECOMMENDATION: FAVORABLE ACTION 6-0-0 Passage of 
this article will establish a program in the Town By-laws, which will require electric utility wires to 
be removed from overhead poles and enable them to be buried underground. 


An amendment was made by Town Meeting Member, Milton Gilbert as follows: 
1) In section 3c, second line - fifth word should be “by-law” not “law” 


2) In section 3c, fourth line - insert “with” between second word “Utility” and third word 
“ ” 
poles”. 
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3) In section 6, third line - fifth word is “may”, not “shall”. 

4) In section 9 - the reference in Section 9a is to Section 3a, not 2a. The references in 
Section 9b are to Section 3b, 3c and 3d, not 2b, 2c and 2d. The following are correct 
sections. 


Each utility with poles or overhead wires or associated overhead structures subject to the removal 
requirements of this by-law as originally approved shall comply with the removal provisions of this 
by-law within 180 days of the effective date of this by-law. Each utility with poles or overhead wires 
or associated overhead structures which become subject to the removal requirements of this by-law 
by virtue of an amendment to this by-law, shall comply with said removal requirements within 180 
days of the effective date of said amendment to this by-law. 


Pursuant to G.L. Chapter 166, Section 22E the Town of Natick may enter into, amend and 
perform cooperation agreements with a utility by which the utility shall pay money to the Town of 
Natick and the Town of Natick may expend some or all of such money to remove or cause to be 
removed any poles and overhead wires and associated overhead structures of such utility’s service, 
to replace the same (or cause them to be replaced) with underground facilities. 


Section9 _ Penalties 
a) Any person who violates Section 3a of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than one thousand dollars and no more than five thousand dollars. 
b) Any person who violates Sections 3b, 3c or 3d of this by-law shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than one thousand dollars and not more than five thousand dollars for each 
consecutive fifteen day period during which said violation continues. 


VOTED BY 2/3®” to amend its Zoning By-Laws as printed in Article 20.. 


ARTICLE 13 
(Planning Board) 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the General Court to 
enact legislation in substantially the following form, provided that the General Court may 
reasonably vary the form and substance of the requested legislation within the scope of the general 
public objectives of this petition. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in the General Court assembled, and by 
the authority of the same as follows: 


Section I: Notwithstanding the provisions of section 53 of chapter 44 of the General Laws or 


any other general law or special law to the contrary, the Town of Natick is hereby 
authorized to establish and maintain the following funds. 
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Section 2: 


An Open Space Acquisition Trust Fund, to be used for the acquisition or lease, 
reclamation or conversion of land to be used for active or passive recreational 
purposes within the Town of Natick. 


A Traffic Management Trust Fund, to be used for the acquisition of land, and/or 
for the design and construction of roadway improvements, as well as the support of 
public transportation, within the Town of Natick. 


The Town of Natick shall be permitted to deposit into said funds money received 
pursuant to conditions of a special permit issued by the Natick Planning Board. 
Said funds shall be maintained by the Natick town treasurer. Money may be 
expended from said funds by the Natick Planning Board, for the purposes of said 
funds, and with the approval of town meeting if otherwise required by law, in 
accordance with conditions of any such special permit issued by the Natick 
Planning Board. Expenditures may be made from such funds without further 
appropriation. Any interest earned by either fund shall be credited to and become 
part of that fund. 


This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATION: The Finance Committee recommends 
favorable action with regard to the subject matter of Article 13 


PLANNING BOARD RECOMMENDATION: FAVORABLE ACTION 6-0-0 The article 
that was passed at the May Special Town Meeting was found by the Attorney General’s office to be ' 
beyond the scope of Town Meeting’s power to enact. This article seeks to authorize the Selectmen 
to petition the state legislature for special legislation which would allow the Town to set up special

“Money may be expended from said funds by the Natick Planning Board for the purposes of 
said funds, and in accordance with conditions of any such special permit issued by the Natick 
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Planning Board. However, expenditures from the Open Space Acquisition Trust Fund shall 


require prior approval of Town Meeting.” 


ARTICLE 1 
(School Committee) 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate, or otherwise provide, the funds necessary to 
implement the Terms of Agreements reached between the Natick School Committee and the

326, 327, 328, 329, 330, 355, 356A, 359 and 360 


Section 2: This Act shall take effect upon its passage.

. Closing to take place within twelve months of the date of the Purchase and Sale Agreement. 


Closing shall be subject to the following terms: 
1. Approval by the Legislature of the Home Rule Petition. 
2. Agreement of the Board of Selectmen of the Rehabilitation Plan (section V. below). 
3. TCAN having demonstrated that it has achieved the fundraising necessary to 
complete Phase I of the Rehabilitation Plan, as outlined in section V. below. 


. The town of Natick will be responsible for landowner responsibilities including property 


maintenance, insurance and utility costs until the closing. TCAN to assume all such 
responsibilities thereafter. 


. Prior to closing, TCAN will conduct, at its own expense, all environmental, engineering, 


architectural feasibility, title search and site analysis. Assuming TCAN is satisfied with the 
results, property will transfer in “as is” condition. 


Prior to the closing, TCAN shall be granted reasonable access to the property for the purpose 
of conducting such tests, showing the building to potential contributors and such other uses as 
may be approved by the Board of Selectmen. 


Following the closing, and for the term of the agreement, TCAN will carry casualty insurance 
in an amount not less than the replacement cost, and liability insurance in the amount of at 
least One Million Dollars, naming the Town as additional insured. 


. The Town will agree that any future lender will be provided the right to notice and opportunity 


to cure prior to any declaration of default. The Town will use good faith efforts to work with 
such lender and TCAN to modify the documentation, at the request of lender, if necessary, so 
as to facilitate the realization of the project. 


III. Payment 


A. 


The Town agrees to sell, and TCAN agrees to buy, the property generally known as the old 
central fire station at 12 summer St., Natick for the sum of Eighty Seven Thousand Five 
Hundred dollars ($87,500). Said sum represents an amount equal to twenty-five percent (25%) 
of the current appraised value of the property. 
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Said sum to be paid in equal annual installments over a twenty year period. 


Interest will be added to the principal at an amount equal to the Towns current bond rate plus 
one-half of one percent for administrative costs. 


. TCAN will make first payment to the Town within thirty-six (36) months of the date of the 


Purchase and Sale Agreement. 


IV. Payments in Lieu of Taxes 


A. 


TCAN will make payments “in Lieu of Taxes” to the Town in amounts equal to twenty five 
percent (25%) of the then-applicable tax rate times the then-applicable appraised value of the 
property. The “appraised value” will be that value determined by the Town Assessor in the 
course of normal and customary appraisal practices or as modified by subsequent appeal or 
arbitration. 


Rehabilitation of the Building 


Within ninety (90) days of the Purchase and Sale Agreement, TCAN will submit to the Board 
of Selectmen, for their approval, a Rehabilitation Plan showing conceptual drawings, 
architectural plans and specifications of the project together with estimate costs of the work. 
The Rehabilitation Plan shall identify such work as falling into one 

of three phases. 


Phase I shall include: 

a) The rehabilitation of the first floor necessary to meet all applicable federal, 

state and Town laws and regulations necessary for occupation by and the 

safety of the public and to create an operational performing and visual arts 

center with ticketing and administrative offices; 

b) the rehabilitation of the exterior of the building and public spaces such that 

the facility be a credit to the Town. 

c) phase I shall be completed within twelve (12) months of the date of closing. 


Phase II shall include: 


a) rehabilitation necessary for the occupancy and use of additional areas of the 


building as studio and/or administrative areas; 
b) phase 2 shall be completed within thirty-six (36) months of the date of closing. 


Phase III shall include: 

a) such additional development goals and design concepts as additional fund- 
raising permits. 

b) phase 3 has no required completion date. 
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B. The Rehabilitation Plan shall include the estimated cost for Phase I. Said cost will be the basis 
for the fundraising goal to be achieved per section II.B.3. above. 


C. Failure to complete Phase I under the terms and conditions outlined above shall be 
considered a Major Default under the Agreement. 


D. Approval of the Board of Selectmen of the Rehabilitation Plan shall be based on 
reasonableness of the design and construction for the development of a non-profit performing 
and visual arts center. The Board will have twenty (20) days for their approval. TCAN 
will have thirty (30) days to respond to design criticism. The Board will have a further twenty 
(20) days to respond and TCAN will have a final thirty (30) days to correct any outstanding 
deficiencies. 


VI. Maintenance and Upkeep 


A. Subsequent to taking possession of, and throughout the term of the Agreement, TCAN will 
maintain the property in a safe condition, provide ongoing maintenance as required and 
provide timely repairs of any and all unanticipated breakage or loss. TCAN will comply with 
all applicable federal, state and Town laws and regulations concerning maintenance and 
upkeep of the building. Intentional failure to maintain the building to said standards, or the 
gross negligence or recklessness by an executive officer of TCAN in failing to supervise the 
maintenance of the building in accordance with said standards shall constitute a Major 
Default. 


‘ 


VII. Leasing of Space 


A. With the exception of parking spaces, leasing of space will be limited to visual and performing 
artists and to community non-profit organizations. All such leases will require the approval of — 
the Board of Selectmen. 


VIII. Default 

A. In the event of any default, TCAN shall be entitled to a thirty (30) day cure period following 
notice, plus an additional ninety (90) day cure period provided that TCAN shows good faith 
that it is diligently proceeding to cure same. 

B. In the event of a Major Default, if not cured, the Town may, at it’s option, re-acquire the 


property for an amount equal to twenty-five percent (25%) of the then appraised value minus 
any outstanding principal due under the Agreement. 


IX. Right of First Refusal 


A. If, at any time during the first ten (10) years of the Agreement, TCAN should elect to sell the 
property, the Town, at its option, may re-acquire the property for an amount equal to twenty 
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five percent (25%) of the properties fair market value at that time minus any outstanding 


principal. 


B. If, at any time after the first ten (10) years of the Agreement, TCAN should elect to sell the 
property, the Town, at its option, may re-acquire the property for an amount equal to the 
properties fair market value at that time, minus two hundred sixty two thousand five hundred 
dollars ($262,500) times the average rate of appreciation for real property in the Town since 
the date of the Agreement, minus any outstanding principal (if applicable). 


C. TCAN may buy out the Town’s Right of First Refusal at any time by paying the Town an 
amount equal to three hundred fifty thousand dollars ($350,000) times the average rate of 
appreciation for real property in the Town since the date of the Agreement minus all principal — 
previously paid. 


X. Dissolution of TCAN 


A. The dissolution of TCAN will constitute a Major Default unless a successor takes over the 
operation and agrees to the terms of the Agreement. Such a successor must: 
1. bea non-profit entity; 
2. meet a net worth test 
3. be consistent with Town Meetings expressed intent to support the “arts”; 
4. acquire the approval of the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 15 
(Melvin Willens, et al)
